_ Rumors have been circulated that the 
King and Queen of Italy will not come to Ber- 
Min, owing to the political crisis in’ Italy. 
«These reports, however, are semi-officially 
denied. Itis known here that the Emperor 
is anxious to have a conference with King 
Humbert, as he fears that the attacks upon 
vhe Italian military credits with force King 
Humbert to reduce Italy’s European military 
expenditures and thus weaken the power of 
the Dreibund. 

The approaching visit of the members of 
the royal families with the consequent in- 
flux of society, promises to give considerable 
stimul us to the trade of Berlin. It is 
now. finally settled that besides the 
Czar, the King and Queen of 
Italy, the King. and Queen of Sweden and

The Easter holidays made little differenec 
tothe Emperor.

Majesty went to Ets- 
enach, where he was a guest of his uncle, the 
Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar, The party en- 
joyet good shooting on the Grand Duke’s 
estates. Upon the receipt of the news of the 
death of the Duchess of Mechlenburg, the 
Emperor immediately cancelled his arrange- 
ments for the shooting anc announced Nis in- 
tention to attend the funeral. 

The Empress, who is in a delicate condition 
moved from Berlin to her favorite ‘residence 
at Potsdam on Friday. Hersix children ac- 
companied her. The absence ofa garden 
at the Berlin Schloss necessitates the 
children being daily driven to the 
Chateau Bellvue, a part of the Thiergarten, 
during their residence in Berlin. This ex- 
. plains the preference of the Empress and her 
family for Potsdam, where the grounds 
_. around the palace are extensive. 

Lieut. Clark of the Ninth United States 
Cavalry, who has been serving a year in the 
Eleventh Hussars at Dusseldorf, arrived in 
Berlin on Monday. He was given an audi- 
gnce by the Emperor on Wednesday,at which 

ye bade His Majesty farewell prior to his re- 

rn to the United States. 

The Emperor treated him in a most friendly 
manner, as he always does Americans. He 
inquired after Lieut. John Bigelow, of the 
Tenth Ohio Valley, who is an old school- m&te 
of his. 

Lieut. Clark has thoroughly studied the 
work and training of the German cavalry, 
which he declares to bethe best in the world. 
He attributes the efficiency chiefly to 
the marveious system of breaking and 
training young horses which prevails here, 

The discipline of the German army, he 
says,is far more strict than that of the 
American army, but he did not see the 
slightest cruelty on the part of the officers. 
Lieut. Clark will sail for New York next 
week. 


DEAD CHINESE, 


PEASANTS SLAIN BY THOUSENDS IN THE WAR 
WITH THK REBELS. 

SHANGHAI, April 28.—Advices from the in- 
terior give a horrible picture of acts of bar- 
barism committed by the imperial troops 
during the recent warfare with the rebels. 
Innocent villagers were simply mown down 
by the repeating rifies of the imperial troops, 
while the real rebels made their escape. The 
estimate of lives thus wantonly sacrificed 
ranges as high as 8,000,

parts of the disaffected region, say that their

PRESSING BISMARCK. 


THE FUSSANGEL SUIT REVIVES A GRAVE GOV- 
ERNMENT SCANDAL, 

BERLIN, April 23.—The libel suit of Editor 
Fussangel against Prince Bismarck, an- 
nounced last night, promisesa remarkable 
spectacle. No man in Germany has ruined so 
many men by process of law as has Prince 
Bismarck. Now he will be brought into 
court to defenathe bad sideof one of the 
worst scandals of Government administra- 
tion of the. last decade. It is more- 
over probable that Prince Bismarck 
will not only be humiliated in 
the examination by Editor Fussangel’s 
counsel, but almost ruined by being beaten 
in the suit. It is a curious fact that Bismarck’s 
old enemy, Windthorst, who caused the Chan- 
cellor’s fallis the indirect cause of the présent 
proceedings, although he has been .many 
months in his grave. Editor Fussangel 
considered himself a personal. friend of 
Windthorst, and ranthe Westphalian People’s 
Gazetie'in the interest of the Clericals; Wind f 
thorst’s party. 

In Bochum the’ great steel works ahd the 
Government were in the hands of National 
Liberals, all of them ardent Bismarckians. 
Director Baae of the steel works, in fact, was 
and is one of Bismarck’s most intl- 
mate friends. Fussangel directed his 
attention to the Bismarckian ring 
in Bochum for some time and made 
some Startling discoveries which he pub- 
lished in his newspaper. He said that infe- 
rior locomotives and rails turned out Dy the 
steel works, when rejected by government 
inspectors, were stamped with false stamps 
by the company and afterward sold as the 
best of their kind. He showed that the stock- 
holders carried two sets of books, one for the 
income tax assessors and one for themselves. 
Thus, Bismarck’s friend Baare, while draw- 
ing an annual income of 310,000 marks, hood- 
winked the assessors into taxing him on only 
28,000. Amumber of stockholders and offi- 
Ctais, who. confessed to only 400,000 marks 
income, drew in fact more that 1,000,000, 

As Fussangel could not prove his charges of 
false stamping, he was sent tO ffison. His 
proofs of Baare’s swindling the asses- 
sors, were so strong, however, that pro- 
ceedings still hang fire. His friends’ 
plight moved Bismarck to accuse Fussangel 
of being the paid agent of foreign enemies of 
German industry. Fussangel now says that 
he will make the Prince pay 1,000 marks for 
every word in the speech of accusation. 

The papers were served on Prince Bismarck 
at Friedrichsruhe, but it is not yet Known 
how soon the case will come on. The pro- 
ceedings are expected to be the most sensa- 
tional since the trial of the unfortunate Harry 
Arnim, whom Bismarck ruined. 


THE ASIATIC PLAGUE, 


OUTBREAK OF CHOLERA AT BENARES AND 
SERAMPORE—CASES NEAR PARIS. 

CaLcuTTa, April 23.—Cholera’is raging in 
Benares. The mortality is very great. Yes- 
terday there were reported 180 new 
cases and 135 deaths from the _ dis- 
ease in one day. Dr. Gregg, the San- 
itary Commissioner for Bengal, recently 
issued a report upon an outbreak of cholera 
that occurred at Serampore, a few miles 
northwest of thiscity. Over the whole of 
the affected area he found that tanks of vari- 
ous shapes, sizes and depths had been dug, 
and that all contained very dirty water. 
Low, foul jungles, reeking with bad smelis, 
surrounded these tanks,the surfaces of which 
were almost completely hidden with thick, 
decaying water plants, with here and 
there a clear place where the 
inhabitants wash their cooking utensils 
and draw owater for domestic use. 
Between and around the narrow houses are 
narrow lanes, bordered by narrow, deep, 
uneven drains, in which the filth collects. 

The substances under the influence of the 
hot sun quickly decompose and emit foul 
odors. Where the people lived in 
the houses in the neighborhood of 
these tanks and had used the water cholera 
made its appearance, andthe tanks are also 
the sources from whichthe milkmen obtain 
water for their cows, and it is more than 
probable that they dilute their milk with the 
same water, Continuing his inquiries from 
house to house, Dr. Gregg found that wher- 
ever the supply of milk was obtained from 
cows that drank at the dirty water tanks, 
cholera was present, and that there was a 
corresponding absence,.of cholera among the 
police constables who were supplied with 
clean water from the police tank and ob- 


tained their milk supply from a distance, 


FOUR CASES NEAR PARIS. 

Paris, April 28.—Considerable anxiety has 
been occasioned here by the repert of an 
outbreak of cholera near Paris. A 
man living at Puteauz, a vil- 
lage seven miles west of . Paris, 
has been admitted to the Beaujoin Hospital, 
where the doctors pronounce the disease from 
which he is suffering to be cholera. Three 
other men from Neullly and Courbevie, 
both of which places are only a 
few miles from (Paris, were subse- 
quently admitted to the hospital suffering 
from the same disease, and one of the men 
has since died. No other cases are known, 
and the autborities declare that the four 
above mentioned are exceptional. They do 
not fear that the disease will extend,

THE AUSTRIAN ARMY. 


PREPARATIONS FOR THE AUTUMN MANEUVERS IN 
GALICIA, — 

* VIENNA, April 23.—The orders and arrange- 

ments for the great autumn maneuvers of 


the Austrian army near Przemysl in Eastern 
Galicia show that the War Department 
intends to make a counter demonstration to 
the Russian maneuvers of the past few years 
on the frontier and to the present massing of 
Russian troops thgre. From an officer of 
the ‘genérul staff your correspondent 
learned on Friday that fully one hundred 
thousand men would be in the field, and that 
every equipment in the art of warfare would 
be tested. _Many of the operations will take 
place at night by the electric Nght and by 
flash lights, accompanying the infantry. 
Troops will be transported several miles on 
a railway especially laid for them to test the 
avatiability in emergencies of the railway 
battalions. 

Communication between the commanders 
will be made by field telégraphs, which it is 
claimed Can be laid as fast as a cavalryman 
with a spool of wire on his back can travel. 
The bicycle corps will be available for the 
carrying of dispatchés over shorter distances. 

It is significant, in view of the recent ap- 
pearance of German balloons over Russian 
fortifications on the western frontier, that all 
members of the School of Military Aronaut- 
ics in Vienna will attend the maneuvers to 
show their utility as spies in unchained bal- 
loons. The operations of the troops 
will be kbown as. the ‘‘Fortress Ma- 
neuvers’’ and will be designed, 
besides giving the troops practical ex- 
.arcige, to. demonstrate. .the impregna- 
bility of the Austrian line of defenee 
‘running «from - Tarsopol -to- Loberg and 
thence through the cluster of forts 
‘aréuna Przemysl, and the imposing fortifica- 
tions of Krakau. 

‘*We will show them,”’’ said the staff officer 
inspeaking of Russia, ‘‘that if they throw 
half a million men, as they say, over 
‘our border; we will not be slow in throwing 
them back.’’

Continental Capitals Haunted by Fears 
of Bomb-Thréwing Anarchists. 


THE COMING OF MAY DAY LOOKED FOR 
WITH DREAD. 


Dangerous Leaders Thrown in Prison as 
a Precautionary Measure in France— 
Preparations to Prevent Riots at 
Brussels and Madrid — Nihilists 
Make the Czar’s Crown a Burden — 
Guarding His Train on the Proposed 
Visit to Duke George. 


Paris, April 23.—The hunt for the followers 
of the red flag continues in Paris, and from 
the nature of dispatches in the press from 
other capitals of comtinental Europe there is 
a genuine fear of direful doings on May Day. 
If the Parisian police keep up the work they 
inaugurated within the past two days, there 
will be few dangerous Anarchists in this city 
when the sun goes down on April 30. The 
feeling of dyread is general. Highly 
imaginative . Newspaper . writers have 
written reports of the proceedings 
at Anarchist meetings, and have 
with great particularity. of detall entered 
into what was sail@ and done. As a 
matter of fact &O one but the 
Anarchists themsetves Knew anything about 
these secret meetings, ifguch meetings have 
been held, and it isnot @ftall likely that they 
would betray themselyes through news- 
papers into the hands of the police. Noone 
places any credence in these stories, and It 1s 
not believed that any wuneetings of the con- 
spirators are now held Bere. The concerted 
raids on Anarchists’ lodgings, which began 
here and. elsewhere in France yesterday, 
were continued to-day. ‘hus far two 
hundred arrests have been made and they are 
still progressing. 

Among the Anarchist literature that has 
fallen into the hands of the police are 30,000 
copies of a May Day proclamation, couched 
in the usual violent language of the Anar- 
chists and urging the people to revolt on May 
lagainst ali constituted authority. 

The specter of nihilism and anarchy ,always 
abroad in Russia, is especially guarded 
against now. St. Petersburg knows that the 
Czar istostart forthe Caucasus to visit the 
Grand Duke George, who 1s seriously il! with 
a throat and headtrouble. The Cgarina, it is 
said, will not accompany him, and the day of 
the Emperor’s departure is: Kepta profound 
secret, ced fear Of the bomb-throwing Ni- 
hilists as May. _ approaches. 
It is eA that the start will 
be made either to-dayor to-morrow, The 
vigilance of the-secret police to protect the 
Czar during the trip has not been equaled 
hithertoin Russia, Several regiments have 
been detailed to guard the route, and senti- 
nels will be stationed every 100 feet along the 
whole line, All bridges and forests and farm 
buildings along the route will be electric 
lighted, and from Friday only persons buying 
tickets and submitting to thorough examina- 
tion of their luggage will be allowed at the 
railway stations and on trains. Track walkers 
are thick along the whole line, and commis: 
sioned officers swarm at all the city stations. 
On Saturday and Sunday only persons with 
special permits from local commanders will 
be allowed to crossthe railway. Whentrains 
are passing nobody except the sentinels may 
approach within fifty yards of thetrack, The 
priests have advised their people along the 
route to remain at home so far as possible on 
the twodays during which the Czar will pass, 
to avoid the risk of being shot down for inad- 
vertent disobedience of the military orders. 

May Day falling upon Sunday only increases 
the anxiety as it gives a holiday to thousands 
who might be at work and thus refrain from 
joining tn the celeDKeEation. At Brussels and 
Madrid the police force will be doubled and 
the troops will be con4ned to their barracks. 
Riots may occur at’'any’ moment and both 
cities will be practically ina state of siege, 
although the military arrangements will be 
carefully concealed. Itis the purpose of the 
authorities to allow the laboring men all 
legal latitude in their rejoicings, but to ruth- 
lessly crush any aisturbance of the peace. 

The disclosure ofa pilot to kill young A!lfonso 
of Spain is no surprise, for the Anarchists of 
Spain are known to.bea band of cut-throats, 
with less idea of working for the ‘‘cause’’ 
than of plundering and killingtofill their 
own pockets. Mostof them belong to the 
Black Hand Society, similar tothe Mala Vita 
in Italy. The statutes of the Black Han@, as 
revealed by Munoz, contemplate in emergen- 
cies wholesale. murder and _~ incendiar- 
ism in order that the mem- 
bers may have aie free hand to 
rob and kill villagersin theconfusion. Con- 
sternation was ‘caused by the explosions in 
Ergogia, Orenze an@ several other Spanish 
cities, and most of them are known to have 
been committed by.local branches of the 
Black Hand. The attempton the King’s life 
was planned withthe same intention, the 
Madrid police think, and the plan was to 
enrich by robbery tle: society in Madrid 
during the panic that would result among 
the higher classes in the capital, 


LONDON’T PEST. 

LONDON, April 283.—The community gener- 
ally approves the action taken by the govern- 
ment in prosecuting the publisher and editor 
of the anarchist newspaper, the Commonweal. 
The Anarchistsare geting to be as bold in 
London as they were in Chicago a few years 
ago, and their vaporings would probably 
have resulted before long in a murderous 
Outbreak, These pests are not more thans 
handful tn number, and they have been here- 
tofore looked upon almost with con- 
tempt. This has. encouraged them in 
their violent course,Until their organ began to 
advocate murder and incendiarism and that, 
too, in language without. the slightest dis- 
guise, The authorities concluded, at length, 
that the paper which advised people to set 
fire to an opera-house, and to murder judges 
and cabinet ministers,was outside of the pale 
of the freedom of the press; and that those 
responsible for its utterances should be made 
to suffer.

SILVER CONFERENCE. 

A dispatch received -Rere srom | ‘the 
United States stating that England 
had intimated her readigess .to ,join 
a conference to bring about an enlarged 
use Of silver, bas caused much surprise in 
city circles. No belief is put In that part of 
the report which states that the basisofa 
conference. was formulated here. Many tel- 
egrams of inquiry have been received by the 
London Times, which to-day says tt is not 
easy to see what ‘‘enlarged use’’ can mean. 
The Times adds: 

‘*A decided majority of those competent to 
judge regard the issue of notes based on sil- 
ver with great disfavor.. A certain amount 
of silver could be employed to ‘increase the 
intrinsic value of our token currency, which 
at the present price of the metal is overval- 
uedtoan extent considerably greater than 
necessary or desirable, but the general sense 
of the commanity is steadfastly opposed to 
anything like an attempt to rehabilitate sii- 
ver. The result of the empleyment -of the 
American treasury as a big silver warrant 
storehouse has not been so satisfactory as to 
encourage imitation,.’’ 

The Daily News thinks that such aconfer- 
ence would not be likely to attain practical 
results. The English delegates, it says, 
would have to go intoit with their hands 
tied. It further says that Mr. Goschen, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, cannot well go 
beyond the plan already proposed to increase 
the proportion of silver held by the Bank of 
Engiand against notes. 

A letter written by Mr. Lester Wm. Tallack 
of the Howard “Association has been. pub- 
lished here, and has excited much interest 
among those connected, officially and unof- 
ficially, with English prisons. The news- 
papers print lengthy comments on the letter. 

Mr; Tallack says that aftera careful study 
of the prisons in Italyand America where a 
system has been adopted of giving prisoners 
ofa bardened type free intercourse with the 
other prisoners and providing them with 
comforts and luxuries he has found that’ the 
results are deplorable. The prisons of Mas- 
sachusetts, he declares, are schools of crime 
and haveterrible effects upon the commu- 
nity. Crime in England, where the’prisoners 
are separated, has, according to Mr. Tallack, 
greatly decreased, ‘while in Ameri¢éa it is rap- 
idly increasing. 

Another scheme for bridging the English 
Channel has been mooted, Itis due to the, 
joint effort ofa French and English syndicate 
of engineers and differsin many ways from 
any previous design. Itis proposed that the 
bridge take a direct line from South Foreland 
to a point oh ently horth of Cape Bianchez, 
thus reducing t istance to .be bridged -by } 
about three milesanda laltf.

The facts seem to be that Tom had 
for some time suspected Estelle and at 
times caught him visiting his nousehold too 
frequentiy.

CLEVES &. FISHER’S REMAINS. 


Their Removal Yesterday to Their Perma- 
nent Resting Place. 

The remains of Cleves 8. Fisher, which 
have been temporarily reposing in a public 
vault at Bellefontaine since his death, were 
removed yesterday to their last resting place 
in atomb especially constructed forthe pur- 
pose by the father of the deceased, Mr. 8S. J. 
Fisher, There wasa large gathering of the 


friends of the family present, the pall bear- 
ers being the same gentlemen who orig- 
inally officiated at the funeral, namely:

The Fisher vault is situated in the westor 
new part of Bellefontaine on the high rolling 
ground between the Paramore vault andthe 
aes Reement. being equally attractive in 
its e rior if not quite socostly as some of 
the elaborate specimens of respect and love 
for the memory of the dead which have been 
constructed in that part of the grounds. The 
tomb where Cleves 8. Fisher now lies covers 
anarea of 85x55 feet. Its architecture is 
planned after the English Gothic style, and 
the construction is, indeed, an innovation 
upon the ordinary plan of building hbabita- 
tions for the departed which will most likely 
be more closely patterned after in the future 
than it has beén in the past. 

An exterior view of the Fisher vault pre- 
sents much more than the age combina- 
tion of stability and beauty usua seen in 
such structures. It is built of ~ dish gray 
pitched-faced granite, richly and elaborately 
ornamented with carved Southerland Falls 
white marble, andthe roofis a high gable, 
covered with Spanish red tile, contrasting 
most harmoniously with other shades in the 
superstructure. Rising over the roof is a 
large cross anda crown of exquisite work- 
manship. 

The interior is most unique, unlike the con- 
ventional dark, damp, gloomy tomb. A flood 
of light flows in from large windows, making 
the lace light as a drawing-room 
chamber at noonday. On éntering 
attention is first drawn to the resting place 
of the black velvet casket, It reposes upon 
snowy marble in the center of the tomb un- 
dQeracanopy of marble in which intricate 
wreaths of flowers are finely chiseled. Over 
this canopy is a m@morial stained glass win- 
dow, the design ofthe cross and the crown 
being portrayed through it in tints that glow 
upon the immaculate interior. 

In addition to this the tomb has three 
crypts. - The floor is laid in small blocks of 
whitetile. There is an inner door of black 
walnut and the main entrance to it is barred 
by a bronze door, 

This novel home of the dead was decora- 
ted yesterday with a profusion of fresh floral 
offerings, brought there by friends, asa last 
token of their esteem. The offeringof the 
Fisher family was an archof flowers os 
feet long and three feet high. It spanned th 
canopy in all the radiant colors ofthe rain- 
as and inscribed upon it was the words 
Father,jMother, Husband, son.

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THOUGHT AND LEISURE. 


When WALTER Scott wrote the ‘‘ Life of 
Napoleon’’ in nine volumes he was asked 
why he did not put it in three. The 
shrewd reply was that he had not the time, 
Debts were pressing and publishers clam- 
ored for ‘‘copy.’’ The result of his efforts 
wasavery bulky and very useless biog- 
raphy. 

WALTER BAGEHOT maintained that civ- 
ilization was possible only through leis- 
ure. It was his belief that all that is best 
in the world of thought was due tothe 
spontaneous activity of the human mind 
after the material wants of the body were 
satisfied, and on this theory 
he even justified slavery as one of 
the necessary provisional institutions 
which in early days set some men free from 
physical want and enabled them to pursue 
the intellectual life unhampered by the 
ignoble exactions of weather and stomach. 
These views of Scott and BAGEHOT are ap- 
proved by RUSKIN, who declares that noth- 
ing of worth in art was ever produced un- 
der pressure or by conscious hard work. 
Intellectual accomplishment, which is 
honest and disinterested, is the sponta- 
neous product of a mind well stored with 
the raw material of ideas and which waits 
only upon suggestion from the imagina- 
tion. But unless the mind is free from 
care no suggestions can be expected. Free- 
dom is the condition precedent to the best 
work. In other words, leisure must be 
guaranteed before anything disinterested 
can be expected. 

It is in conditions similar to those which 
paralyzed SooTr’s genius that literature 
is produced to-day by nirost of the writers 
who infest the world. They have no time 
for anything’but bulk. Pot boilers with- 
out number are foisted upon impatient 
readers who demand something stimulat- 
ing. What they get is usually stupefy- 
ing, but it answers the purpose quite as 
well. 

The truth is ScotTt’s witty explanation 
of his own failure also explains the dearth 
of originality to-day. Every individual 
has a certain maximum of energy which 
cannot be increased. Some of this is de- 
voted to earning a living. If there is any 
left over he can, if he will, gratify the 
‘*play instinct’’ by putting into perma- 
nent form the surplus energy which he 
does not need for grubbing purposes. If 
he has none left over he cannot hope todo 
anything for which he should be semem- 
bered. Until he has time to play he can- 


not work—he can only grub. 
IT does not seem to be possible at this time 


to get at the truth about the Wyoming cat- 
tlemen’s war,but enough is known to justify 
the condemnation of the ‘large ranchmen 
who have arbitrarily tried to capture the 
whole county. That there are cattle thieves 
cannot be doubted, but there is. almost as 
little doubt that these thieves are a con- 
venient pretext which the big stockmen 
are not slow to use. Pretending to expel 
thieves they have tried to expel small 
holders and take possession of their lands. 
This seems to be the situation as nearly as 
it can be gathered from fragmentary and 
contradictory dispatches. Asin the East, 
the small men are overcome by the big 
ones.

If judges, 
who unfortunately are as fallible as other 
men, could reach out from the bench and 
throw their fellow citizens into jail for 
presuming to question the propriety of 
their conduct the country would not be fit 
for any one except judges to live in.

Isting debts into gold obligations, and other- 
wise, to fasten forever the single gold stan- 
/dard uponthe people of the United States, 
and thus to perpetuate the subtle system of 
robbery that has been carried on for the past 
twenty years by means of a money 5s 
that is constantly increasing in value. 

‘This call is extended to all who earnestly 
favor the immediate restoration of free bi- 
‘Metallic coinage in the United States, and 
each congressional district is requested to 
send two delegates and each State and Terri- 
tory to‘send two additional delegates at 
layge.’’ 

Mr, Storer of Ohio introduced in the House 
to-day.a bill to provide for an international 
‘ratio between gold and silver, and to sus- 
pend the purchase of silver bullion from ana 
after July 1, 1893.

Bustie of California Likely to Succeed 

*. the General in the Interior Depart 
ment-Kansas Alliance and Demo- 
cratic Parties Bail to Fuse—Proceed- 
ings of Minor Conventions. 


WasniInoton, D. C., April 28.—The Western 
Republicans are pressing the President just 
now for a change in the Interior Department 
and he listens to argument on the subject 
‘with more patience than he has heretofore 
exhibited. The politicians here, who believe 
that this movement will succeed and that 
Gen. Noble will be transferred to the Depart- 
ment of Justice, base their belief upon the 
exigencies of the second term campaign and 
the capital the President might make out of 
complying with the Western demand. 

The President’s lack of support in the coun- 
try beyond the Mississippi does not proceed 
alone from his attitude towards silver. That, 
of course, is the leading element in the com- 
position of his unpopularity, and that ele- 
ment is entirely beyond his control, He can 
neither eliminate por neutralize it. His 
record on silver, sofarag the West is con- 
cerned, is made up and the West does not 
like it, 

The other element isthe administration of 
the Interior Department. Gen. Noble has 
never been acceptable to the Western Repub- 
licans, and they have frequently complained 
ofhimto the President. The late Senator 
tor Plumb was the leader of the opposition, 
but it lost. none of its energy 
by the Senator’s death. Qther Western 
Senators, taking quite as advanced ground 
as he did, have continued the protest, and 
negiected no occasion to inform the Presi- 
dent that a .change was most desirable in 
that department. They asked for the ap- 
pointment of some man Detter informed as 
to Western needs and more in sympathy 
with them than, in their judgment, Gen. 
Noble has shown himselftobe. The West 
originally wanted Mr. M. M. Estee of 
California appointed Secretary of the 
Interior, and it continues to advo- 
eate him for the office. Whenever the 
transfer of Nobie is suggested the 
name of Estee is mentioned for the succes- 
sion. The Western men intimate that by 
making this change the President would take 
along step towards healing the ill-feeling 
existing in that section towards the adminis- 
tration, and dissolving the opposition more 
than half crystallized against a second term. 
The hope cannot be entertained that the 
President could possibly meet the views of 
the West as to silver, but Noble, as the West 
believes, could easily be provided for else- 
where, and with that it would for the present 
be content. 

The President is looking to the West with 
anxious eyes. In the East he has no strength 
with the leaders and his Southern support !s 
of an uninfiuential character. The question, 
therefore, arises, will he exchange Gen. 
Noble for Western votes at Minneapolis? and 
if so, at what figure does he hola him? The 
whole speculation preceeds upon the as- 
sumption that Gen. Noble would assist the 
President in any bargain he might desire to 
make, If the Secretary should demur, how- 
ever, and seeing the anxiety of the West to 
get rid of him, resolve to balk the scheme, 
the President would be placed inavery em- 
barrassing position.

Five Hundred Horses ‘Waiting for the 
Bugle Sound. _ 


PREPARATIONS COMPLETE FOR FORTY- 
EIGHT DAYS OF BACING. 


; . 


— 


What Horses Are Here and What Horses 
Are Coming—About 1,000 Expected— 
The Bast Side Races—A Horse From 
St. Louis Wins Hands Down—Results 
of the Races. 


‘With the sun shining and the grass looking 

right and green from the recent rains, the 
big race track at the Fair Grounds gave 
promise yesterday of great things in the 
coming race meefing. Carpenters and paint- 
ers were at work everywhere making im- 
provements and getting things in shape. 
Horses bundled to the nose in sweaters were 
galloping over the track and the whole place 
wore an air of busy activity, 

The new signal board to mark the finishes 
is nearly ready. It is a simple yet handy 
contrivance under the control of the judges 
atall times. The judges will be in a litttle 
stand out of sight of the bulk of the audience, 
This stand is about four feet from the ground 
‘and the‘front railof it is right in line with 
the outside fence of the track. Just in front 
of the presidings judge are three rows 
of electric buttons, each row num- 
bered from one to twenty. As the horses 


the corresponding numbers will appear on 
the big bulletin board across the track. The 
judges’ stand being placed so low down there 
will be no finish wire, sights being taken on a 
perpendicular mark on the opposite stand. 

Down toward the club-house another 
change has been made and the jockey house 
and saddling paddock established, The pada- 
dock is separated from the club-house lawn 
by a space of about fifty feet and a double 
fence. Inside the paddock is a small house 
for the jockeys to dress in and beside ita 
roomy shed for saddling. 

Continuing around the track until the quar- 
ter post is reached, another innovation is 
met. Itisthe straightaway start for three- 
quarter distances, so that instead of having 
to start around a curve, the horses now get 
away On a straight piece, which extends well 
down toward the amphitheater. The betting 
ring has not been enlarged, but a covered 
way has been built from the grand stand to 
the shed, so that in wet weather it will not be 
necessary to get from under cover to go to 
the pools. Itis spid that this year the book- 
makers will draw for places every 
day instead of every fourth day, 
as formerly. In the quarterstretch, what 
formerly wassod has been substituted by 
cinders and fire-clay, making a firm, dustless 
pavement, and it has been found that during 
arace meeting the grass on the quarter- 
stretch lasted at most two days, and was 
thereafter either mudor dirt. The refresh- 
ment arrangements are practically the same 
as they were before. 

So much for the grandstand and immediate 
surroundings. Then come what the majority 
of the race-going public never sees and 
knows little about, the stables. This year 
the stables formavery large and very im- 
portant element in the affairs of the Jockey 
Club for the reason that they will be occu- 
pied for so much more time, and before the 
meeting Is over the thermometer may be way 
up, so that ventilation and room have to be 
considered. 

Stables have been planted here and there 
all over the Fair Grounds, In addition to the 
regular racing stables to the west of the track, 
others have been establishedin the exhibit 
buildings, which are used during the Fair. 

Walking down. from the club-house, and 
skirting the eastend ofthe track, the first 
new stables reached are those established in 
what contains the carriage exhibit during 
Fair time, Hereabout 100 roomy box stalls 
have been fitted up and will be given over 
mostly to horses from the Southand sSouth- 
west. J. W. Williams will have the south- 
west corner ofthe building witha string of 
twelve, and the Charter Oak Stable (C. Cohn) 
will come up from Memphis with ten. W. J. 
Alderson will also be given place for Kincker- 
bocker, Warner ©., and threeor four others. 

Leaving the carriage-house by the rear 
door, and walking a few steps north, the 
vegetable building is reached. This, too, is 
nowa stable. Thereis the San Bernardino 
stable of D. W. Dickey with 48-year-old Pes- 
cador, who won the Arkansas Derby, and in 
the next box his brother Lew Martin. A 
little further on is Tom Tracy's new horse, 
Chan Haskell, recently purchased from 
Theodore Winter’s California bunch, 

R. J. Lucas hag boxesin- the same barn, 
with Adrienne, Alfred K., Joseph D. and 
some good 2-year-olds by imp. Keene, loom- 
ing up conspicuously. Joseph D. Lucas’ 
Goodwood stable has sent inten good ones 
from the Florissant Valley. Lemoine H. of 
the Brownwall stable Is in this barn, too, and 
is getting in shape for Saturday’s inaugural. 
Coronet of the same stable is showing well. 
To complete the list are four youngsters of 
W.E. West of Mexico, Mo., and Mrs. Row- 
lett’s four Tennessée colts. 

Stables C, D, Eand Falong the north side 
are being reserved for a contingent from the

Leaving the camel house tothe left, and 
continuing pas the House of Public Comfort 
the aviary isreached; the birds have flown 
and instead handsome box stalls of wire net- 
ting have been fitted up forthe Gambrinus 
stables, including Vortex, OUosta Rica and 
others. 

Down by the big main entrance in the 
southeast corner of the Fair Grounds, the 
old street car sheds have been fitted up with 
twenty or more boxes for the Scroggan string 
which is expected next Thursday with Valera, 
Ban Chief, Hélen N., Empress Frederick, 
Shadow and others. 

Besides these new quarters several other 
buildings are being’ fixed up as fast as car- 
penters and hard work can doit, Then come 
the regular stables to the west of the track, 
where a great many good horses are already 
stabled, and more are expected.

MISSTATEMENTS CORRECTED, 


Rumors of Alleged Tobacco Tax Frauds 
Denied. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—Acting Sec- 
retary Spaulding said to-day that the dis- 
patch telegraphed from Chicago with refer- 
ence to irregularities at Cincinnati in the 
importation of tobacco, and which appears 
to have been based upon the statement of an 
Inspector of Customgat Chicago, is mislead- 
ing. Certain questions have arisen regard- 
ing tobacco at’Cincinnati, and the Treasury 


Department has instructed the Surveyor of 
Customs at that port to investigate the sub- 
ject. The matter is entirely in the hands of 
the Surveyor, who has been giving personal 
attention thereto for sometime past. As is 
vell known, alleged frauds in tobacco impor- 
tations are béing investigated at a number of 
ports, New York, Chicago and Cincinnati in- 
cluded, and it is thought that the statements 
by the Inspector above referred to are based 
upon facts which havé been known to custom 
Officials for some time past.

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An Australian in New York Who Knows 
the Melbourne Monster. 


HE WAS ALWAYS RETICENT ABOUT HIS 
PAST LIFE. 


The Murderer’s Manner of Living While 
at Sydney—His Patient Wife and Her 
Fears—Deeming’s Business Oard as 
Plumber and Gas Fitter—What He 
Knew of London. 


NEw YorK, April 23.—Frederick J. Kibble 
isan Australian who left his native country 
four years ago totry his luck here. He isa 
cloth presser living at No. 88 East Grand 
street and worked at this business both un- 
der the Southern cross and in this city. 
Though a comparatively young man he is not 
an assiduous reader of the newspapers. 
He had heard rumors of a man named 
Williams, who had committed a terrible 
crime near Melbourne, Australla. A few 
days ago he received a package of Melbourne 
papers from his mother. He was horror- 
stricken to find that the man Williams, 
against whom so many crimes had been 
charged, was his quondam bosom friend 
Frederick Bayley Deeming. Another terrible 
surprise was in store. Helearned that the 
murdered body of his wife’s dearest 
companion inAustralia had been found buried 
together with her four children in Dinham 
villa, Rain Hill, near Liverpool, England. 
There were pictures of Deeming and his wife 
inthe Melbourne papers. Seizing the family 
album Kibble tore out the photographs which 
had been given him by the murderer on the 
Gay the cloth presser left Australia. There 
was no doubt at all about their identity. 
Aibert Willlams, allas Baron Swanson, etc., 
was no other than his friend, Deeming, and 
the man whose horrible crimesthe whole 
world has been talking about fora month 
past. 

Frederick Kibble, who was his neighbor for 
two years in Australia, says that Deeming 
spoke of his friends in London and talked as 
if he knew every inch ofthe big’ metropolis, 
Before Kibble met the murderer, Deeming 
had already served time in an English jail for 
forgery, and had got into trou- 
ble in Rockhampton, Queen- 
land. He was then traveling 
under his own name, and had with him his 
wife, Marie James. Kibble was living at No. 
170 Riley street, Woolloomooloo, a suburb of 
Sydney, New South Wales, After his trouble 
in Rockhampton, Deeming came South and 
began to work for Keating & Co. of Sydney as 
a@ gas fitter and plumber. 

‘*It was in the early part of 1885 that I first 
knew Deeming,’’ said Mr. Kibble yesterday. 
**He came to live at a pretty house at No. 162 
Riley street and my landlady introduced my 
wife and myself to the Deeming family, which 
then comsisted of husband, wife and 
one girl named Bertha. Nobody 
could understand how was 
able to start in business for himself, which he 
did just before he came to live in Woolloom- 
ooloo. Deeming was a very companionable 
man, though fond of talking about what he 
could do and whathe had done. He is a 
short, slightly built mah with fair hair anda 
long, scraggy mustache. When he spoke 
quickly his voice would become shrill, and at 
other times he would draw his words and 
speak almost with a sneer. 

‘*Marie James, his wife, wasa Welsh girl, 
born inthe county of Pembrookshire. She 
was eneof the nicest women I ever knew. 
She was very fond of her husbandin a quiet 
way, but there was little demonstration of 
affection between them. .Deeming prospered 
in his business, but his profits went in per- 
sonal adornments. He bought a pony ana 
traps and drove about Sydney as if he werea 
millionaire. He wore diamonds, and though 
his poor wife was quiet and unostent tious, 
he made her wear diamonds and jewelry. 
**While pleasant to me inasocial way Deem- 
ing was very reticent as to his ages life. 
Often enough we have been at each other’s 
homes and playing whist late at night. He 
would talk pleasantly enough, but when 
asked about his folks in the old country he 
would change the subject or become silent. 
AyearafterI knew him another child was 
born. was christened rie, 
after its mother, and was one of 
the children found buried under 
the hearthstone at Rain Hill, Deeming’s 
business evidently increased, for he launched 
outasa big swell and determined to move 
to a more fashionable locality. He rented a 
house in Woollara, a seaside suburb of Syd- 
ney. Wewere still friendly, but his poor 
murdered wife grew very quiet, as if some- 
thing troubled her. She told my wife that 
she did not Hke the way Fred was going on, 
but that was the end of the confidence. 

‘*When talking of London Deeming would 

ow voluble and tell me of the people he 

new there. Sincethe horrible story of his 
crimes has been published some papers sug- 
gested that he might be ‘Jack the Ripper.’ 1 
would have scouted any suggestion then that 
my friend wasascoundrel, but his knowl- 
edge of localities seemed to me so extensive 
now lalmost think he may have been con- 
nected with the Whitecha murders. 

**The night before my wife and I sailed for 
Englana we went up to the Deeming’s and 
spent the night with them. On bidding us 
e -by next morning Deeming gave me two 
of his business cards. He said that al! I had 
todowhen I reached London was to hand 
these cards toacertain business man and he 
would take care of me. I thought he oniy 
wanted me to this man know he 
was doing well in Australia, but I 
forgot the matter when I reached 
England. Healso gave me two likenesses 
one of his wife and one of himself. I see that 
the Melbourne Heraid has a picture of a wo- 
man oe ap to be another victim of Deem- 
ing besides Marie James and Miss Mather, 
Thisis not so. Though apparently no one 
has identified her, she is Marie James, who 
was murdered at Rain Hill.

**Deeming was a caged corres 
never wrote me of his troubles, but I learned 
from his folks that his plumber’s shop had 
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been burned down and that he had been 
bankrupt. There were such rumors about 
him that I heard that he had to quit Sydney 
suddenly. I heard nothing more of him until 
the news came that the man whom! had 
known s0-well was one of the most inhuman 
murderers that ever existed.’’

Since his ar- 
rest Deeming has resisted the taking of his 
remy ty A photograph of Deeming siim- 
lar to that owned by Kibble was sent to the 
Sidney police and identified by his fellow- 
passengers on various steamers as Williams 
and Drew, the husband of Miss Mather, and 
Swanson, the lover of Miss Rounsevell, It 
was by this photograph that his identity was 
established.

I ae 
notthink thatthe farmersare holding very 
much wheat or corn. I could not hear of 
much in the country any: place. The impres- 
sion herg has been quite strong till lately that 
a great deal of grain ts still back in Kansas to 
come forward, but it appears now that the 
receipts from now until harvest will be very 
moderate.’’

MISSTATEMENTS CORRECTED, 


Rumors of Alleged Tobacco Tax Frauds 
Denied. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—Acting Sec- 
retary Spaulding said to-day that the dis- 
patch telegraphed from Chicago with refer- 
ence to irregularities at Cincinnati in the 
importation of tobacco, and which appears 
to have been based upon the statement of an 
Inspector of Custo at Chicago, is mislead- 
ing.

An Australian in New York Who Knows 
the Melbourne Monster. 


HE WAS ALWAYS RETICENT ABOUT HIS 
PAST LIFE. 


The Murderer’s Manner of Living While 
at Sydney—His Patient Wife and Her 
Fears—Deeming’s Business Oard as 
Plumber and Gas Fitter—-What He 
Knew of London. 


NEw YORK, April 23,—Frederick J. Kibble 
isan Australian who left his native country 
four years ago totry his luck here. He is a 
cloth presser living at No. 88 East Grand 
street and worked at this business both un- 
der the Southern cross and in this city. 
Though a comparatively young man he is not 
an assiduous reader of the newspapers. 
He had heard rumors of a man named 
Williams, who had committed a terrible 
crime near Melbourne, Australia. A few 
days ago he received a package of Melbourne 
papers from his mother. He was horror- 
stricken to find that the man Williams, 
against whom so many crimes had been 
charged, was his quondam bosom friend 
Frederick Bayley Deeming. Another terrible 
surprise was in store. Helearned that the 
murdered body of his. wife’s dearest 
companion inAustralia had been found buried 
together with her four children in Dinham 
villa, Rain Hill, near Liverpool, Englend. 
There were pictures of Deeming and his wife 
inthe Melbourne papers. Seizing the family 
album Kibbie tore out the photographs which 
had been given him by the murderer onthe 
Gay the cloth presser left Australla. There 
was no doubt at all about their identity. 
Aibert Willlams, alias Baron Swanson, etc., 
was no other than his friend, Deeming, and 
the man whose horrible crimesthe whole 
world has been talking about fora month 
past. 

Frederick Kibble, who was his neighbor for 
two years in Australia, says that Deeming 
spoke of his friends in London and talked as

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been burned down and that he had been 
Dankrupt. There were such rumors about 
him that I heard that he had to quit Sydney 
suddenly. I heard nothing more of him until 
the news came that the man whom! had 
known s0-well was one of the most inhuman 
murderers that ever existed.’’

Prof. Snow Has Found a Means to Ex- 
terminate. the Chinch Bugs. 


THEY WILL NO MORE RAVAGE FIELDS OF 
GROWING CROPS. 


A Scientific method of Dealing Out Infeo- 
tion Among the Ravenous Insects— 
Some ofthe Results of Experiments in 
Kansas and Other Western States—The 
Pian in Detail 


LAWRENCE, Kan., April 28.—Enthusiastic 
entomologists believe that the devastation of 
the farmers’ crops by the chinch bug will be 
Stopped forever. The bug is to be extermin- 
ated by the spreading among the species ofa 
deadly infectious disease. The disease-pro- 
ducing organism is a fungus parasite, of 
which three varieties have been found. 

Prof. F. H. Snow, who has long been ex- 
perimenting with this method of destroying 
chinch bugs, has supplied for the SUNDAY 
Post-DisPaTcH the following account of his 
experiments and their successful termina- 
tion: 

‘*‘My experiments have been confined 
almost wholly to the chinch bug (blissus 
leucopterus), perhaps the most formidable 
insect pest which attacks cereal crops in 
Kansas. As long ago as 1865it was observed 
‘that chinch bugs occasionally disappeared 
from infected regions in a most mysterious 
manner, Careful search would reveal that 
on the ground myrads of bugs lay dead. In 
1888 my observations on the subject began. 
In this year I. noticed the presence of the 
chinch bug disease or diseases in Kansas, and 
in 1889 began experimenting with diseased 
and healthy vugs in my labora- 
tory. I found that healthy living bugs 
when placed inthe same jar with sick bugs 
were sickened and killed. It soon appeared 
to meclearly established that the disease 
could be successfully communicated from dis- 
eased to healthy bugs in the laboratory. I was 
also convinced of the unreasonabieness of at- 
tempting field experiments; my plan being 
to communicate the disease in the fleld from 
diseased to healthy bugs by association with- 
out attempting to make pure cultures of the 
Gisease germson artificial media. I gotan 
opportunity of trying these field experiments 
in several counties in this State, and also in 
several other States. 

**In 18909 I continued these fleld experi- 
ments, together with more extended work in 
my laboratory, and before thecloseof the 
season discovered that three diseases, name- 
ly ; the two fungus diseases and the bacterlal 
disease, were at work in our infection cages 
in the laboratory. The field experiments in 
1890 Were apparently as successful as those of 
1880, and anxiously awaited the bDe- 
ginning of the chinch bug season of 
1891. The experimental work of the 
chinch-bug infection for the year 
1891 began on March 23. On this datea lot of 
live, heaithy chinch bugs from a field in 
Southern Kansas were introduced into the 
infection jarsinthe laboratory for the pur- 
pose of testing they condition. It was with 
satisfaction that I observed ina few days 
after the cate above mentioned thet the 
healthy chinch bugs introduced in the infee- 
tion cagés Began to sicken, and in a few days 
more a great many of:them were dead, while 
a portion of the same. ict ofiealthy bugs 
which had been sd in check jars under 
the same conditions, except as to exposure 


to infection, remained in a condition of vig- | 


orous health. 

‘*rhe first apprications for infection were 
received from farmers in the last week in 
April. The infection desired by these appli- 
cants was for use in wheat fields. Up tothis 
time no experiments had been made in the 
introduction of infectionin wheat fields. It 
was found tiat the fungus diseases were al- 
most uniformly successtul, resuiting in the 
general destruction of the chinch-bugs in the 
wheat flelds infected. 

**It is not necessary that I offer here details 
of the experimentinginthelaboratory. Many 
interesting points in the life histories of the 
disease germs have been noted and a much 
better knowledge of the conditions necessary 
to their best development has been obtained. 
Lhave received 1,400 reports from farmers 
stating the results of their experiments in 
open tields. Ofthese reports 1,072 indicated 
successful results from the use of the infec- 
tion, 181 unsuccessful and 147 may be classed 
as doubtful. Thus all exper!menis uver?7 per 
cent were saccessful. 

**These fleld experiments ihave been dis- 
tributed among the various States as follows:

SWITCHING IN FOREST PARE. 


It Is Carried On Despite Positive Pro- 


visions Against It. 

Many complaints have been made against 
the unwarranted switching privileges which 
the Wabash Rallroad has assumed in Forest 
Park. The road basa side-track at the edge 
of the park on what is called Park road, and 
near Union avenue. The valuable ground to 
the north of this switch is injured by the un- 
seemly sight of a train of coal cars 


which seem to be rooted tothe spot;so sel- 
dom do they leave it. Cars are also allowed 
toremain uponanother switch in the east 
end ofthe park near King’s highw The 
strongest objection is raised to the first 
switch, and the contention is madethat the 
Wabash has no shadow of right to maintaina 
switch in Forest Park on the roads adjacent. 
The privilege to pass through Forest Park 
was granted to the St. Louls County Ratlroad 
by the Court of St. Louis County Oct, 18, 1875. 
The road was a local enterprise, intended to 
permeate the county, but never carriedtoa 
successfulissue. ‘his road was granted the 
right to cross Hanley road, Ladue road, Mc- 
road. and Price road, June

Depot, and the bridge of the 8t. Louis & 
Illinois Bridge Co., now the Gould stracture. 
The Board of Commissioners of Forest Park 
presented a protest July 2, 1875, which was 
duly fledaway. On Oct. 18, following, the 
company was granted the privilege. 
Inthe records of the County Court for that 
day the restrictions and conditions which 
went with the privilege are duly 
chronicled. Among other things 
which appear there are the following: 

During the construction of said railroad the said 
company shall offer no more obstruction than is ab- 
solutely necessary tothe free passage of vehicies 
over and alung the county streets, roads and high- 
ways. * * * Andas soon as locomotive engines 
shall be running upon said railroad it shall be the 
duty of said railway company to station flagmen or 
watchmen at the points where said railroed crosses 
Olive street and Cook avenue, and also at suca other 
crossings of principal roads as the County Court or 
its legal successor may hereafter deem necessary 
and determine. 

These regulations practically forbid the use 
ofthe .tracks for switching purposes, The 
Commissioners for Forest Park did not rest 
quiet under the pigeonholing of their protest, 
and they succeeded in bringing the railroad 
company to a positive agreement not to use 
their right of way through Forest Park for 
switching. This agreement holds good for 
the Wabash road, because the 
St. Louis, Kansas Clty & Northern 
road boughtthe st. Louis County Railroad 
outright in the latter part of 1875 and as- 
sumed all the rights, privileges and agree- 
ments ofthe latter company. The Wabash 
is the successor of the st. Louis, Kangas City 
& Northern, commonly called the North Mis- 
sour! road. It is probable that roperty 
owners will make a vigorous ptotest against 
the action of the Wabash.

Death of Rev. J. Howard Nixon at Webster 
Groves—The Funeral. 


Rev. J. Howard Nixon,D. D., died at his 
home at Webster Groves, Friday evening. 
He was pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Indianapolis when President Ben- 
jamin Harrison was ordained a ruling elder 
in it. Dr. Nixon was born near Dover, 
Del., Nov. 27, 1829, and was in his 68d year at 
the time of his death. When he was8 years 
of age his parents removed to Bridgeton, N. 


J. He graduated from Princeton College in 
1851, and taughtinthe South fortwo years. 
He returned to Princeton in 1858 and entered 
the Theological Seminary. At the comple- 
tion of the course he was ordained tog 3 of 
the Presbyterian Church at Cambridge, N. Y. 
He served in various churches inthe East, 
and in Indianapolis from 1860 to 1869. In 1889 
he received a call to theWebster Groves Pres- 
byterian Church of which he was pastor at 
tlie time of his death. He had also been Prin- 
cipalof Public Schools at Springfield, Mo. 
Principal of Lindenwood Female Sem at 
St. Charles and a director of the McCormick 
Theological Semiha Dr. Nixon was dele- 
gate to the Pan-Presbyterian Council held at 
Edinburg, Scotland, in 1884. Athis own re- 
quest he will be buried in Ridge Ceme- 
tery, Webster Groves, the fuueral taking 
piace to-morrow afternoon at 20’clock.

The free school 
As, designed to give instruction gratis in 
the doctrines of the Hebrew religion to 
the children of parents who ,are too 
poor to join any regular existing con- 
gregation where their children might 
taught. The chijdren learn the 
Hebrew language and religious tenets. 
‘A special requisite for admittance 
to the school, and one which is deserving of 
Mauch attention, is the constant attendance of 
the children at some public school. The 
Officers of the society exact this condition 
Decause they declare that it is their 
desire to make of all their pupils 
good American citizens, thoroughly versed in 
the principles of this Government and ac- 
quainted with the language. If the children 
of the school show special aptitude for any 
trade or pursuit, the society gives them the 
means to follow their bent. The girls become 
milliners and Gressmakers, the boys develop 
into tailors, stenographers, book - 
Keepers and tradesmen. Thé society 
proudly boasts that in this city 
there are many industrious and happy men 
and women who received their first start in 
life from the lessons at the free school, The 
industrial branch was inaugurated two years 
after the opening of the free school. It has 
been very successful and the classes are well 
attended. The officers of the society are 
William Goldstein, President; Isadore Busch, 
Vice-President ; Frank Block, Treasurer; Prof. 
Wm, Deutsch, Secretary; Jacob Firth, Isaac 
Schwab, Albert Arnstein, Joseph Wolfort, 
Rev. H. A. Messing, Phillip Constans, W. M.

The Decorative Art Society of St. Louis has 
now been established three years and is a 
pronounced success. The object of the society 
is to create a taste for beautiful and artistic 
decorative work ofall kinds, including em- 
broidery, useful and ornamental needlework, 


china and porcelain painting and,lalso, teach 
these industries to persons un- 
able to secure instructions elsewhere. 
The purpose of the organization ts primarily, 
therefore, an educational one in the direction 
of useful and artistic home decoration. The 
work rooms are filled with workers, trained 
in a free class by the Superintendent; by this 
means free instruction and employment are 
given to numbers of women. not strong 
enough for manual labor and without the 
means to for such a training. 
The influences and surroundings are of the 
best, and the managers of the society make It 
their business to assist the workers in every 
possible way, both in respect to instruction 
and in secnring employment. Moreover, 
hundreds of womeninthisand other cities 
are enabled to be self-supporting by the sale 
of their work in the roomsof the society. 
The sales for these contributors have in 
six months amounted to more than $3,000, 
The embroidery patterns, pottery and’stamp- 
ing designs furnished at the rooms are quite 

ual to any done in the Eastern cities, and 
the managers flatter themselves that the 
society is both a benefit and an ornament to 
St. Louls. They indulge the hope that those 
of our citizens who have been in the habit of 
buying their things in this line in New York 
wih come and look at the numberless beauti- 
‘ful articles sold at the society’s rooms, 3142 
Olive street. 

The managers desire to return their thanks

TO PROTECT SEALSKINS. 


How to Pack the Arctic Fur Safely for the 
Summer. 
Written fer the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

It is stated with truth that the moth which 
exterminates does not enter seal skin; this ts 
quite true, but in his place comes an insidious 
little worm which eats his way through and 
isahundredtimes more objectionable. He 
is the result of dirt. You look indignant, and 
yet many of you put your seal coats away 
while they are absolutely dirty. Now, the 
proper way todo is to get out your coat, 


shake it thoroughly, hangiton the clothes- 
line and beat it until not a particle of 
fluff will come from it, then let it sun 
for half the day after this fold 
it carefully, not doubling it over, but 
allowing it to lay out its full length; then sew 
over it very closely, coarse muslin; over this 
= heavy sheets of newspaper; then having 
ined your box with newspapers lay in the 
queer-shaped package, cover it with news- 
papers. ut the lidon, and to be sure that it 
sairtight, tie it with a good strong cord, 
mark what is in the box and put itin a dark 
closet. Use newspapers in preference to any 
other kind. By putting your coat away so 
that itis air tight, in utter darkness and 
thoroughly clean, it will come out when you 
need it as good as new. 

For the trimmed coats a somewhat more 
elaborate arrangement is necessary. Of 
course, the trimming must havea special 
cleaning and you must be sure to literally 
bang out all the moth eggs in it, if any are 
there. Forif you putacoat away in which 
these tiny eggs are, you might just as well 
count it as eaten up, for they will hatch, and 
your fur trimming will be. greedily absorbed 
by them, Every woman has her own 
idea as to what she refers to put 
furgsaway in. Ihave not found camphor as 
efficacious as the preparations that have tar 
in them; then, too, itis more troublesome to 
prepare, as it should always be put fn coarse 
muslin bags which are then pinnedto the 
furs.. Where the other preparation is used it 
should be literally snowed over the fur, and 
then the process of covering with 
cotton cloth and with newspapers 
as described for the lain sea 
jacket, should be followed. ut no mat- 
ter whether the coat is trimmed or plain it ts 
absolutely necessary that it be clean. All 
sorts of things miay be put on it to Keep out 
invaders, but they will be absolutely of no 
use unless the garment bas had every particle 
of dust literally chastised out of It. xperi- 
ence is the only teacher of worth, and in tell- 
ing you how to take care of your sgal skin, I 
am only telling you how the perfect care of 
them was at last achieved by me.

LITTLE BANps. 


**Tt’s all very well,’’ was the plaint of a 
sweet woman yesterday, ‘‘to talk decorative 
art, but what in the world is one to do with 
four such children as I have? Almost every 
thing I buy now-a-days must be consfdered 
from a finger-mark standpoint. I would like 
to have dainty wallsand delicate furniture, 
but how canI?’’ To this class we would say, 
says the Upholsterer, use a. dado, along your 
halls and up your stairs particularly. Child- 
ren will insist on putting their hands 
on wall paper, but it’s an easy matter to 
have a dark dado, four and one-half 


feet high, and

limitation.

to everything. In dining-room or other 
apartments where chair backs are likely to 
rub the wall a dado is not only economl- 
cal, but classic, and they can be got in 
special patterns and in imitation of leathers. 
If in time they are soiled they can be re- 
newed without the expense of recovering the 
entire wall. 

It is astonishing in these days of decora- 
tion that so little is known of stains. The 
subject is not complicated. If you wish to 
stain Sono floors get raw sienna, Prussian 
blue, burnt sienna or anything of that sort, 
and dilute it with turpentine till it gets to the 
consistency of water. Burnt sienna makes 
a mahogany finish. Raw umber makes an 
excellent stain, if greatly diluted, and very 
thin vandike brown on a Georgia pine floor- 
ing has a very good effect, on white pine it Is 
better still. 

The variation in color of a stain depends 
simply upon its dilution with turpentine, 
For a varnish, hard oil finishisthe best and 
cheapest. Neveruse water in cleaning it. 
When the varnish loses its freshness wax it, 
but not in the old-fashioned way, which 
means endless toll, but with some of the 
wax preparatfns which are made. The 
secret of a nice-looking hard-finished floor 
lies inthe use of a hair broom and a mop 
Slightly olled. Never use a coarse broom ora 
carpet-sweeper or water. These are the 
cpenns that make waxed floors an abomina- 
tion. :

ixe a saw-horse, and there you can lie and 
swing with a forward-and-back motion that 
is simply indescribable. 


Fish Net Decorations. 


We do not have the huge old-fashioned fire- 
place in the houses nowadays, but tke spirit 
of romantic decoration has suggested an 
**effect’’ which is very cheerful. A mock or 
sham hearth is arranged with little trouble. 
‘the angle of the wallis simply built across 
above a height of five feet from the ground, 
where an old-fashioned shelfruns and holds 
the usual appurtenances—placques, candle- 
sticks, etc. The wall above is hung with 
cornhusks, and animitation brick interior is 
fitted Into the mock fire-place beneath. 
Kettles are hung and andirons and the other 
auxiliaries, together with an artificial gas 
device which throws out acrackling bla ze 
from an asbestos log, complete the strikingly 
cheerful effect, especially when utilized for 
the corner of a broad hallway. 

With the advent of summer we will finda 
very great and varied use of what is gener- 
ally known as fish-nes It is, however,a 
netting designed especiaHy for decorative 
uses. The meshis about three-quarters of 
an inch in diameter and it can be reaally un- 
derstood that when drapedin colorings that 
harmonize with back-ground draperies, it is 
very handsome. It comes invarious widths 
and inall kindsof colors. Itis sometimes 
splashed in gold, or bronzed or silvered. 
Some of the 72-inch widths are applied to the 
walls direct and with admirable effect—a 
silver on a blue wall—a gold upon a rose wall 
—a copper upona bottle green wall. Some- 
times the goods are festooned around a room 
as a frieze, We have seenit utilized also, 
especially in seashore decorations for cur- 
tains, draped from a boat-hook or oar ingtead 
of a curtain pole, and caught back and looped 
with the aid of ropes and pulleys shipwise.

IMPORTANT LEGISLATION WHICH WILL 
COME UP FOR CONSIDERATION. 


———s> 


Representatives of the St. Louis and Mis- 
souri Oonferences—Laymen Want 
Equal Representation With the Clergy 
—Admission of Lady Delegates—Four 
More Bishops May Be Elected. 


According to the customs of many years 
past and in keeping witn the laws of the 
Church, the Pwenty-first Quadrennial Meet- 
ing ofthe Methodist Episcopal Church will 
hold its session in Omaha, commencing May 
2. The last «session of. this body was 
held in NewYork in 1888, and as the 
requisite four years have elapsed, the Meth- 
odists are on the eve of such another con- 
clave, As this is the legislative body that 
controls and alctates to the Methodist Epis- 
copalians of the United -States the work of 
the session will hardly be concluded before 
June 10. : 

Each conference is entitled to one pastoral 
delegate for every forty-five ministers, and 
each conference, Of which there are 
131, is entitlea to two laymen 
as representatives to the General Conference 
of the Methodist’Episcopal Church. As dele- 
gates tothis body (the following gentlemen 
will represent the St. Louis conference: Rev. 
O. M. Stewart of Kansas City, Rev. Wm. 
Jones of Sedalia, Rev. George W. Hughey of 
Springfleld and Laymen James A. Field of 
St. Louis and Judge McGregory of Carthage. 
Revs. O. 8S. Middleton of Mexico, Thomas A. 
Conody of Hannibal, J. J. Bentley of Camer- 
on, and Laymen’§ §&. H. Prother 
of Fariko and Frank P. Hays of 
Lancaster will represent the Missouri! confer- 
ence, while the Central Missouri Colored con- 
ference will be represented by Rev. R. E. 
Gillum of Mexico and Layman John M, Ar- 
buckle of St. Louls. 

The German conference represents Mis- 
souri, Illinols and Iowa and will be repre- 
sented by Revs. Wm. Koemble of San Jose, 
lll.; J. L. J. Barth of Burlington, Io.; 
Charles Heidel of Warrenton, Io., and 
Laymen George Cress of Warsaw, IIl., 
and H. H. Jacoby of S8&st. Louis. The 
Western German Conference will be repre- 
sented by Rev. Chas, Ottof St. Joseph, Mo. ; 
Rev. J. G. Liest of Kansas City and Laymen 
S. J. Kleinschmiat of Higginsville, Mo., and 
O, Fink of Denver, Colo. 

 LAYMEN WANT EQUAL REPRESENTATION, 

The conference isa delegated body, con- 
sisting of picked men from theclergy and 
laity, andas the body makes the laws and 
fills the offices of the church the 
laymen are not very well satified 
andan effort will be made at this session to 
equalize the representation of laymen and 
ministers. In ua vyote some time ago 
upon this proposition the issue was met by a 
vote of 2,892 against 5,476. The negative was 
very emphatic, but strenuous efforts will be 
made at this session. to accomplish the de- 
sired end, as laymen feeias if they are en- 
titled to as muchinfiuence as the ministers, 
having to see that the bilis of the church are 
paid and aisoto perform other duties that 
are not remunerative. 

The question of whetheror not lady dele- 
gates will be admitted tothe legisiative con- 
ference vrillcreate as much discussion as 
any question that will be brought up, andthe 
deliberation of the body upon this particular 
question is looked forward to with much 
interest. The proposition, was. voted on in 
1888, but as it requires a three-fourths vote to 
carry, it was lost, but asa fair majority was 
received the last time the, proposition was 
voted on predictions ate mhde onall sides 
that lady members will be admitted. 

MAY ELECT MORE BISHOPS. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church of the 
United States has sixteen bishops ahd two 
missionary bishops, and as there have been 
no deaths, there will be no vacancies in these 
offices tofill. It is thought, however, that 
four new bishops will be elected, as the 
growth of the church necessitates more con- 
ferences and, consequently, more bishops. 

Among other questions that will be dis- 
cussed are: The status of the bishops ana 
the modification of the Episcopacy ; pastoral 
time limit; two houses; division of the Mis- 
sionary Society; consolidation of benevo- 
lences ; modification of the work of the Freed- 
men’s Aid and Southern Education Society, 
and other questions of equally as much in- 
terest and importance. 

The total lay members and provisioners of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church number 
2,385,916; local preachers 14,202, with 15,877 
regular ministers. The benevolent collec. 
tions for 189lamount to exactly $2,445,189 
while the collections for ministerial support; 
buildings, etc., add up over $19,000,000. 

This General Conference is being looked 
forward to by members of the denomination 
with keen interest and from the present out- 
look there will be about 500 delegates in at- 
tendance.

The Democratic primaries will be held next 
Wednesday. The polls will be openedat 1 
o’clock in the afternoon, and will close at 
8 o’clock Inthe evening, but from 5 o’clock 
untill the very last minute there will be a rush 
of voters that will keep the booths filled, and 
the procrastinating elector will be delayed 
for an hour or more, if he does not take his 
vote soon. 

Most of the business houses have said that, 
contrary to their usual custom of paying no 
attention to the primaries, they will give 
their clerks an hour off Wednesday to go 
home and vote. The time will 
be takeu before 5 o'clock. The 
managers of the Citizens’ Oampaign against 
Mayor Noonan want to have the bulk of their 
vote polled by that time, asit is understood 
that one trick of the Noonan-Dalton workers 
will be to fill up the polis twoor three hours 
before they close, and by voting slowly keep 
possession of the- booths tills o’clock and 
crowd out the vote of the business men who 
have postponed going to the polls till their 
return home from down town. 

If you don’t Know by this time in what pre- 
cinct you live and where you vote find out to- 
day. Each ward, you know, hastwo polling 
places, and they are sometimes miles apart. 
If you go to the wrong one you will probabiy 
lose your vote, as you will hardly care to 
walk to the other polling place unless you are 
avery enthusiastic voter and have plenty of 
time to spare.

oths are generally lostor stolen early in 
the day. Acrowd will surround the polling 
place. The law forbids canvassers from com.- 
ing nearer the polls than 100 feet, but 
that part of it is generally violated 
as the election officers find it impossible to 
enforce it, Dennis Ryan, the author of this 
new pee law, says that there would bea 
riot if the police tried to keep the sidewalks 
about the doors of the polling places clear. 
No matter how thatis, when you get inside 
the room where the booths are set up, you 
are safe from interference. Nobody is 
allowed in there but the judges and 
clerks, If anyone speaks to you about 
your vote after you get in there, 
calla policeman and have him arrested. The 
law intends to throw every safegardto secure 
secrecy around the voter after he gots in the 
room. Go up to the judges and announce 
your nameand address. They will find it on 
the books and hand youaticket. Take the 
ticket into one of the six boothsinthe room 
and take out your pencil. You will find two 
sets of delegates on the ticket. In one 
or two of the wards there are three. 

THE DIFFERENT HEADINGS, 

The names of thé delegates you intend to 
vote against are headed ‘‘Dalton Delega- 
tion.’’ Thelists of the delegates for whom 
you want to vote are heade‘ differently in the 

wards. Insomethe headline is ‘‘Cleveland 
Demouteric Delegation.’’ In somethey are 
headed ‘‘Cleveland-Mafmitt Delegation.’’ In 
others they are headed ‘‘Regular Democratic 
Ticket.’’ la some they are headed ‘’ Antl- 
Noonan Ticket.’’ Scratch the ticket headed 
‘*Dalton Delegation’’ and you will be voting 
with the business men whose interests are 
imperilled by that ticket, It is the one for 
which Mayor Noonan and the push are fight- 
ing. Seratch the ‘‘Dalton Delegation’’ by 
drawing one line through the names from the 
upper left hand cornerof the names tothe 
lower right hand cornerand another from 
the upperright hand corner to the lower 
left hand corner, Leave the namesof the 
delegation you are voting for untouched. 
Your ticket will then look like this, which ts 
a ballot prepared for voting in the First 
Ward, the “Dalton Delegation’’ not shown.

were last year, for._the reason that the 
country is in a more prosperous condition 
financially, contidence among business 
men has been restored, and what argues still 
better for the future is the fact, admitted 
generally by traders, that St, Louis is making 
greater and more substantial progress 
than any other of the comparatively 
large cities in this country. More 
heavy buliding is -in progress in 
St. Louis than ever before. The city is be- 
coming one of the greatest railway centers in 
the country, Roads terminating on the other 
side of the river, are all coming over here. 
This means that hundreds of city blocks will 
be required to aécommodafe them and it will 
require an expenditure of Millions of dollars 
to get the property: desired, and millons of 
dollars more to construct the new terminals 
and necessary passenger and freight depots.

Wheat Shows Less Than Any—The Heavy 
Reduction in Corn Stock—Oats Holding 
Firm—Flour and Cotton Reviewed—Lo- 
cal Chat from ’Change and Street. 


The wheat bulls have been trying to run 
theirend of the machine on sentiment and 
superstition with a small sprinkling of possi- 
bilities mixed in to give it more weight. The 
sentiment is the idea that It is not safe to sell 
below 80c a crop thatis not made, The super- 
stition is that the market will surely receive 
another bull twist or,as the boys say, ‘‘a 
razzle,’’ before the new crop heaves in sight. 
The possibilitiesare damageto the winter 
wheat crop, that seasonable weather will de- 
velop and damage to a late. spring wheat 
crop by possible frosts-in August. None of 
these are factors to be strongly depended 
upon one would think, and sO 
far. they have fajled to work 
the market, July closing yesterday 
precisely where it did the Saturday before. 
The entire range during the week was 78c to 
79%c for July and 77%c to 79c for Aug., clos- 
ing yesterday with buyers of July at 78%@%c, 
and Aug. selling at 78%c. May was only oc- 
casionally dealt in, and then toa considera- 
ble extent against cash sales, the range being 
88c to 85l4c, with latest sales at845%sc, Elim- 
inating the anti-option legislation in the 
shape of the Hatch Dill that will probably be 
introduced in Congress this week, and prom- 
ises to pass, too, the situation of the market 
cannot be deemed favorable forthe wheat 
longs by any means. Outside of 
some few complaints, the princi- 
pal gist of which is that the plant 
is turning yellow, the majority of crop ad- 
vices indicate that winter wheat shows a 
wonderful improvement over its April 1 con- 
dition. The weather has been satisfactory 
andexperts say could not have been im- 
proved upon had it been made to order— 
plenty of moisture and a low temperature to 
retard the growth of the plant, andthe bugs 
that infest the plant, too. With a continu- 
ance of the present fine growing weather, it 
will be something surprising, not to say sus- 
picious, if the Governmenf report on May 10 
does not showa much higher average than 
the 82.3 of April 1. In the Northwest the 
weather of the past week has been favorable 
for seeding spring wheat, which ts finished 
in South Dakota and Southern Minnesota ana 
progressing rapidly in North Dakota and 
Northern Minnesota and eyen well under 
way as far north as Manitoba. And the aa- 
vices are that the ground was never in better 
shape toreceive the seed than it kas been 
this spring. If the bulls turn to the European 
situation for relief they can derive little con- 
solation therefrom. Foreigncrop prospects 
are generally satisfactory, their markets are 
well stocked with the raw and manufactured 
article, besides the supplies on the _ sea 
headed for their shores or bought elsewhere 
tobe shipped, South Americaand Australia 
are shipping only moderate quantities, 
but India, with all her alleged 
spot crop, is sending away 1,000,000 bu week- 
ly, thus exceeding h hipments at this time 
last year. Russiais Molding at Odessa and 
other ports and in the interior millions of 
bushels that will cut loose on July 13, and 
probably will be offered Europe before that 
date, so the Liverpool Corn Trade News says. 
France puts on her prohibitive tariff on 
June 1. Europe wiil continue to purchase 
more or less wheat in this country 
right along, but it is a question 
whether she will draw enough to encroach 
seriously upon this ‘country’s resources. 
Even the Cincinnati Price Current concedes 
that this country will bave 30,000,000 bu re- 
-gerves left on handjon July 1, which, with 
what will be left in the visible, will probably 
be enough to relieve this country from fear of 
starvation before the new crop is marketed 
freely. These conditions, together with the 
lack of outside speculation, should hamper 
bull operations seriously.

The 
lot consisted of 268 cars and was supposed in Chi- 
cago tobe No. 1 Northern, but when i‘¢ arrived in 
New York it would grade no better than a‘choice 
No. 2spring. In commenting upon this one of the 
leading dealers of Chicago, in a telegram toa St. 
Louis friend, says: 

**It is significant for the reason that if our conbract 
wheat fails to grade at New York it will probably re- 
main here. The effect probably will be to widen the 
difference between here and New York instead of 
narrowing asthe bulk of spreaders thought. There 
isanenormous amountof wheatsold in New York 
and honght here on the theory thatat the opening 
of navigation our wheat would all be moved there 
and because of this failure to grade a good many 
more no doubt will close them.’’

A fruit commission merchant who was called on a 
few days ago hy a leading grower and aes pi from 
Humbolt, Tenn. , admitted that he aid not know ofa 
single grower of any prominence or influence at his 
place who did not represent from one to several com- 
mission houses, Many of them having a house in each 
leading market, and whether they did any work or 
remained i4le they drew their commissions just the 
same, sothatscarcely a package was shipped that 
did not yield them something, whether any effort 
was Or was not made to secureit. Growers object to 
solicitors, yet this statement discloses a feature who 
the solicitor is going to be. Thev evidently ap- 
prove of it when they fill the position themselves. 
Au experienced receiver says that you can’t geta 
package now, outside ofa few isolated spots, with- 
out ‘paying somebody nearly half the commissions 
charged for sellingit. In fact, the increased cost of 
securing shipments of everything, together with 
constantly increasing expenses in help, rent, and 
the many new ¢alis. inseparabie from the business, 
forces upon the reader rather a gloomy outlook for 
the average dealer, since he cannot increase his 
commissions or charges for doing anything in his 
line of business.

Output. 

Joruin, Mo., Aptil 23.+—The Scotland Min- 
ing Co. has file@ articies of association. The 
capital stock is $60,000 andthe company will 
operate in a tract of land at Burch Center. 

H. L. Newman, Presidett of the Joplin 
National Bahk, and Peter Schum, Postmas- 
ter at Joplin, have each bought a one-eighth 
interest in the McAntire & McKee prospect on 
the Rex Co.’s ground—the Thousand Acre 
Each pald $750 for his interest. The 


investment was a lucky one. The prospect is 
remarkably promising. ‘The main Utift was 
started at the 83-foot level and is 16 feet 
square. It has been driven only a Short dib- 
tance from the shaft, but has yielded an im- 
mense quantity of ore. There is ore in sight 
everywhere. There is no dead ground on the 
face of the drift anywhere. some of the dirt 
raised runs 75 per cent ore. There is some 
lead, butthe greater bulk of the ore is jack. 
Eighteen men are emploved at the mill 
and the ore is cieaned on fine han 
jigs. Her output seems about twelve tons 
per day, and this week it will feach fully

There has been an advance 
in the speiter marFet, owing toa reduction of 
surplus stocks by the shipment of 1,500 to 2,000 
tons to Russia and other European coun- 
tries, and the advance in the 
ore market is due to some 
extentto this fact, butthe advance in the 
price of ore is out of all proportion to the ad- 
vance in the metal market, The explanation 
of the matter as given by a local authority is 
that, owlhd to the unfavorable and very Wet 
weather that has prevailed during the past 
few weeks the output of ore has beeh consid- 
erably reduced anu the buying by two ofthe 
sméiting companies of the surplus stocks 
Which had accumulated in the district, left 
the derhand for ore greater than the supply. 
Th6 smelting companies usually keep 
from finety to iW days run of ore 
at their furnaces, but they had 
let their stocks riin low and the taking of all 
the surplus ore out of the market left them 
with nothing to depend upon except the cur- 
rent production. The result was the giving 
of instructions to their agents to Duy at any 
reasonable price, and competition has been 
strong.

‘*Youask, why this display is located in 
this city rather than atsome of the mining 
towns west of us?

Because such an ex- 
hibit of the resources of this entire district 
could not be gathered in any one ofthe min- 
ing centers. The’ undeveloped counties— 
some of them undoubtedly as rich in re- 
sources as any district in Missouri—could not 
be induced to send their specimensto any 
place where they would Inevitably be the 
subject of unfavorable comparison, or where 
they would be wholly lost sight of. Neither 
would the different mining centers agree 
upon any one of their number as en- 
titled to the preference. Each of these are 
fully: engaged in looking after their own 
interest, in the introduction of new capital 
for desirable investments within their local 
limits. It is not and cannot be of much inter- 
est to them to advertise the undeveloped dis- 
tricts of the State.

LOTTERY GOING TO MEXICO, 


The President of the Louisiana Lottery 
Said to Be Seeking a Charter in Mexico. 


Crry oF MEXICco, April 23.—The engineers 
forming the American and Mexican commis- 
sioners appointed to establish the new 
boundary line between Mexico anda the 
United States, complain of great scarcity of 
water at their present camp in the State of 
Sonora. They can barely get enough to Keep 
from perishing of thirst, and have had to give 
up all external use of the precious liquid. 
The result is that the commissioners are 


composed of avery grimy and uncomforta- 
ble set of engineers. 

The presence of John A. Morris, President 
of the Louisiana Lottery Co. :in this city 
taken in connection with the recent visit of 
Delfin Sanchez, the great financier and ralil- 
road magnate of Mexico, to New Orleans, is 
looked upon. as an evidence that an effort is 
being made by the Louisiana Lottery Co. to 
obtain a charter which will enable them to 
continue their business in this country after 
their present charter has expired in Lou- 
isiana. Mexicocan have no moral scruples 
in the matter, as lotteries are as plentiful as 
blackberries and gambling 1s licensed in this 
city. There is, therefore, no hitch to anticl- 
pate in the negotiations if the price can be 
agreed upon. 

A Spanish newspaper publisher here oe 
the following paragraph from the Kazeir- 
Lassi, a Japanese newspaper published in 
Tokio, which recommends the emigration of 
Japanese to Mexico. 

**Mexico is the first country of the Western 
hemisphere which has recognized the rights 
of Japan as a civilized country. Further- 
more, the government of Mexico has every 
claim to the sincere gratitude of the Mikado’s 
subjects, for the first effort it has made to 
promote the commercial relations between 
the countries. The Japanese must now show 
the appreciation of the good will manifested 
by their new friends and confribute on their 
side everything that can tend to strengthen 
and widen our commercial intercourse with 
Nexico.’’

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SHE “STRANGE AMERICAN’ BOY” LO- 
CATED IN A MEXICAN VILLAGE, 
Investigetion Now Being Made by an 

Uncle of the Long-Missing ~ Chila— 

Story of fhe McComas Massacre and 

the “Waig of the Apsathe War’’—A St. 
/ Louis Romance aa 


’ An American boy, who has forgotten nis 
mative tongue, has been found in the little in- 
terior Mexican village of Santa Catarina, a 
hamlet so deeply buried in the wilds of Old 
Mexico that the rresent story of the Amer!i- 
can lad said to have been seen in its sun- 
baked ‘‘plaza’’ drifts out to the civilized 
world almost with the vagueness of a tradi- 
tion. The boy is believed to be lHttle Charley 
McComas, formerly of 8t. Louis, who figures 
now, in latter day frontier story, as the 
**Waif of the Apache War of 1883,’’ a boy for 
whom Gen. Miles’ brave troopers nine years 
ago searched the valleys and mountain fast- 
s of Old Mexico as fiercely as they did 
Geronimo, the Apache chief himself. If 
Charley McComas should now be found alive 
in the remote Mexican village from which 
comes the story of the *‘Strange American 
Boy,’’ the imagination of writers of Inatan 
tales will have been outacone by cold reaifty. 
' STORY OF TWO MASSA “eet 

A new chapter will also have beén added to 
a St. Louis story which thus far bas had 
tragedy alone as its dramatic element. The 
Apache war of 1883 was prefaced by two sud- 
den massacres, the news of which fell with 
especially tragic import upon this city. In 
one of these Mr. John Risque, well known in 
St. Louis, was shot down by the Apaches, 
who had then just started on the warpath. 
Mr. Risque had been married but a few 
months to a charming &8t. Louis girl, the 
Gaughter of Mr. George R. Robinson of Old 
Orchard. He had alsoa brother living here, 
Mr. Fred W. Risque, at present Secretary of 
the Kansas & Texas Coal Co., and the 
news of his murder by Geronimo’s band 
caused a profound local sensation. Both his 
widow and his devoted brother went out to 
the scene of his death, not far from Stiver 
City, N. M., to recover his body and learn the 
full particulars of his assassination. The 
story was one which touched St. Louis hearts 
for many a day, andlent a vivid interest to 
the subsequent story of the pursuit and cap- 
ture of Geronimo and his band by Gen. Neison 
A. Miles, who followed the Apache chief into 
Old Mexico in his determination to bring him 
to justice. 

That interest was deepened, however, by 
news of another Apache outrage, which 
recorded the massacre of Judge Hamilton C. 
McComas and his wife,and the falling of 
little Charley McComas a captive into the 
hands of the Apaches, Thereafter, the hupt 
for Geronimo by Miles possessed a peculiarly 
dramatic meaning, expressed in one absorb- 

ig question: ‘*Would little Charley McComas 
be found alive in the Apache camp?’’ Es- 
pecially was this question the absorb- 
ing one in S8t. Louls. Judge Mc- 
Comas had only recently broken up his 
home in this city, where he had 
been prominent for some years as a lawyer, 
of the firm of McComas & McKeighan, the 
latter member of which firm, Judge J. E. 
McKeighan, is still practicing in ry Lonis. 
Mrs. McComas was algo well knowmand pop- 
ular in local society, and had very many 
St. Louis friends who remembered little 
Charley: McComas, her 5-year-old son. Ail 
these facts made the history of 
the Apache outbreak of : and 
the subsequent pursuit an capture 
of Geronimo and his band a matter in which 
St. Lovisans were vitally concerned. But 
when the capture of Geronimo was effected, 
and only a vague story of the alleged Killing 
of little Charley Mc s told acaoupt 
for his absence fromthe Apathe Camp, and 
when years followed with no further clew to 
his fate being developed, the entire story fell 
back: into. the sbadowy obscurity of past 
"events, and little Chaxtey McComas, dead or 
alive, became only a pathetic memory.

When the details—so far as obtainable at 
resent—of the supposed finding of little 
Pharley McComas alive in the Mexican village

The story as it comes to me is that 
his uncle, Hon. E. F. Ware of Fort Scott, 
Kan., now has charge of the investigation, 
and will himself visit the strange American 
we d at Santa Catarina. Mr. Ware can cer- 
tainly identify him if he 1s little Charley Mc- 
‘Comas. When Judge McComas was my law 
partner herein St. Louis, Mr. Ware was in 
our office, and he saw MHlttle Charley 
almost daily. The boy was tween 5 
and 6 years of age when Judge McComas left 
St. Louis to settle in Silver ayy Ae M. He 

well grown fora of that

He cannot have changed so greatly in nine 
years as to make identification very difficult. 

‘*But lam not inclined to be very hopeful 
that the boy at Santa Catarina will prove to 
be Charley McComas, and to show you why I 
am not, it will be best to tellthe whole story 
of the massacre of Judge and Mrs. McComas, 
the capture of Charley by the ry ho 
murdered his rents, dnd the long search 
and investigation made by the boy’s relatives 
_after the capture of rohimo’s band in 
Old Mexico by Gen. Miles, Judge McComas 
left St. Louis 1n 1882, ana went to Silver City, 

where, besides the ractice 

profession, he was sO en- 
gaged in mining enterprises. His 
Dusiness necessitated frequent trips from 
Silver City to the new towns and camps in 
that district. It was on one of those trips 
thathe and his wife were killed and their 
son, Charley, stolen by the Indians. 

‘it was in the spring of 1883, if I remem- 
ber rightly.

, WHAT MR. WARE THINKS OF THE SANTA CATA~ 


RIZA BOY. 


Fort Scott, Kan., April 23.—The possibility 
of finding the long lost Charley McComas of 
this city, who was captured by Indians in 
1883, near Silver City, Mexico, at the time his 
father and mother, Judge and Mrs. Mc 
Conias, were so cruelly stripped and mur- 
dered by the Apaches, has renewed the anx- 
lety and suspense of the boy’s two sisters 
and his uncle, Hon, E. F. Ware of this city. 
The first intimation that Charley might yet 
be found was received by Mr. Ware 
from F. F. Schaffer .of Springfield, 
Ill., who was at Silver City at 
the time of the tragedy, and was well ac- 
quainted with the boy and his family. Mr, 
Schaffer noticed in the Post-DisPpatcHa dis- 
patch from Monterey, Mexico, that an Amer- 
ican boy who answered very closely the 
lost boy’s description had been found living 
with a Mexican family at Santa Catarina. 
He was endeavoring to find his parents. Mr. 


Ware has as yet been unableto get any word. 


from the Mexican family, though he and Mr. 
Schaffer, who is now in Omaha, are making 
strenuous efforts to hear from them, 

Of the probability thatthe boy is the lost 
Charley McComas Mr. Ware says: ‘‘It has 
thus far been impossible for meto get any 
wordto Santa Catarina, it being so remote 
and sucha thoroughly Mexican community 


that the English language is not spoken 
there. Weare nowin correspondence with 
the American Consul atthe City of Mexico, 
and have the assurance that as soon as poss!i- 
ble the boy there will be identified if he is 
Charley McComas.. I have little hopes that 
he is, however, but stranger things than that 
this is Charley coulda happen.’’ 

‘*‘When the Indians of Geronimo’s band 
were captured, an old squaw who had charge 
of Charley said that when the soldiers were 
hotly pursuing them Charley was dashed to 
death on the rocks, yet no-trace of his body 
wasevér discovered. The watch of Judge 
McComas was afterward recovered from a 
Mexican towhom an Indian had sold it. I 
spent much money and time endeavoring to 
find the boy at the time, and my search 
through Mexico and the Indian tribes was 
what I considered thorough. Mr. Schaffer 
seems confident that the boy found 
at Santa Catarina is Charley, and we can only 
hope that he is right. He was well ac- 
quainted with Judge and Mrs. McComas, as 
wellasthe boy. If we can get no definite 
word in a day or two,I will go downto 
Mexico and see the boy there whois looking 
for his parents. Thetelegram states that he 
has forgotten the English language and even 
hisown name. Charley was six years old 
when they took him, and it seems improb- 
able thata boy of his age could forget his 
name, though it-may be possible one so 
young would early forget his language under 
such circumstances. 

Alkthe information in possession of Mr. 
Ware about the boy at Santa Catarina is that 
a boy, supposed to be an American, is living 
there with a Mexican family. He is thought. 
to be 12 to 14 years qld. He was left with 
them by a woman 1n 1884. The boy is intelli- 
gent, bas gray eyes, fair complexion and 
broad forehead. Mr. Schaffer, in his letter 
to Mr. Ware cailing his attention to the cir- 
cumstance, said: 

Could this boy be the son of Judge McComas? Age 
and time pretty nearly agwee with the sad incidents, 
which you remember. I wasat Silver City at the 
time (1883) Judge McComas and wife were mas- 
sacred by the Apaches between filver City and 
Lordsburg. They had their little son (the youngest), 
I think Charley war his name, with them. who was 
at the time about3or , old; 
was stolen by the h 
been heard of since. 
consisted of Geronimo’s and Nana’s bands, went 
into Mexico and for a long time were hidden in the 
Sierra Madras, later on returned to New Mexico and 
Arizona and were captured vy Gen. Miles, and | re- 
member at the time that when they were Captured 
no white boy was found amongthem. The Apaches 
have always been known to sell white children. Per- 
haps it would be well for some of the frionds of the 
family as pout newspaper friends to investigate this 
matter.

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CANADA'S SCANDALS 


‘Thomas McGreevy, Ex-M, P., Will Have 


to Stand Trial for Bribery. 


THE CASES AGAINST THE TWO CON 
NOLLYS TO BE PROSECUTED AT ONCE, 


MoGreevy Is Sorry He Protected ‘the 
Bribers and Will Now Tell All He 
Knows-—The Province Prince Edward 
Island Will Remodel Its Government 
to Cut Down Expenses. 


‘ MONTREAL, April 23.—The next few weeks in 
Ottawa will in all probability witness events 
which will possess exceptional interest for 
those who take any interest in Canadian 
public affairs. Inthe first place the spring 
assizes, which promise to be one of the most 
memorable judicial terms ever held in the 
Dominion, have just been opened. 
The Government has decided to g0 
on with the prosecution of the 
Hon. Thomas McGreevy, ex-Member Par- 
liament, Mr. Nicholas Connolly and Mr. Mar- 
tin P. Connolly for having fraudulently ob- 
tained from the Government about $500,000 
more than they were entitled to for various 
contracts. The three accused and their 
friends through Montreal expressed indigna- 
tion attbe manner in which, as they “a 
they have been ‘‘tricked’’ by Sir Joh 
Thompson, and they threaten to make it hot 
forsome members of the present Cabinet. 
Hon. 8. H. Blake, Q. C., the counsel for the 
defense has, it is understood, laid outa plan 
of campaign which will result in bringing 
into existence some startling developments 
as to the methods of Tory political warfare in 
Quebec. McGreevy now understands that his 
action last season—previous to his expulsion 
from Parliament—in refusing to ‘‘ peach; of his 
pals’’ was a mistaken piece of ‘‘honor among 
thieves,’’ and be has made up his mind to 
tell all he knows, which is a good deal. 

The Government has notup to the time of 
writing decided as to what attitude it will 
take up in face ofthe grave charges of cor- 
ruption formulated by Mr. Edgar, M,. P., 
against Sir Adolphe Caron, the Postmaster- 
General. Sir John Thompson, it is thought, 
will be obliged to retreat from the position 
h@ at first assumed in regard to 
the charges—namely, to ask the 
Tory majority to vote down the motion for 
an inguiry; for the Independent Conserva- 
tive press in Ontario is clamoring for an in- 
quiry. ‘‘If Caron is innocent,’’ they say, 
‘*‘he might be only too gl to have 
an investigation made. S Adolphe 
has denied the truth of the charges, 
but denials, especially thuse coming from 
the Tories, are not of much weight. 
J. C. Rykert, who made provision for his old 
age, ashe called it, by corruptly obtaining 
timber limits, denied thé charge in the ses- 
sion before the last one. An investigation 
was made and he was immediately expelled 
+ for scandalous and corrupt conduct. Last 
session Thomas McGreevy denied 
charges made against him. An 
inquiry resulted in his expulsion. 
In the same session Sir Hector Langevin de- 
hied repeatedily his guilt. An investigation 
was made; he had to leave the Cabinet; and 
if he was not expelled it was because the 
leaders of the party were frightened lest he 
should make certain awkward revelations. 
Chief Engineer Perley, of Sir Hector’s de- 
partment, unctiously protested his _ in- 
nocence, but was aiterwards dismissed for 
being gullty. 

RETRENCHMENT. 
. The province of Prince Edward’s Island has 
faken practical stepsto reform its mode of 
government in order to reduce the cost of the 
administration. At present the legislature 
of the island consists of a Legislative Coun- 
cil—_which is equivalent to a State Senate 
—containing thirteen members selected by 
persons owning realestate to the valueof 
$820 or over anda legislative assembly of 
thirty members elected by manhood suffrage. 
The Provincial Government has introduced 
ameasureto abolish both chambers and to 
establishin their stead a single legislative 
body to be composed of fifieen members 
elected by those who are now  en- 
titled to vote for tIegislative coun- 
cilors and fifteen members elected 
by manhood suffrage voters. The present 
thirty legislative assemby electoral divisions 
are to be continued and each district is to 
elect one of each class of representatives. In 
this way the principle of protection to 
property owners is to be continued, while at 
the same time the cost of legislation will be 
greatly reduced. 
BURNED IN EFFIGY. 

An interesting, and, perhaps, an unique 
case cameup before Judge Tait inthe Mon- 
treal Superior Court recently. A French 
Canadian named Lortie took an action for 
$1,000 against four villagers for burning him in 
effigy at amuncipal election which took place 
the other Guy in one of the suburbs of this 
city. Lortle wasa candidate. He had made 
himself unpopular and was burned before the 
populace. The defendants were fined 
$125 and costs each. Lortie’s daughter, who 
had also been burned in effigy, took a similar 
action against the same defendants, who were 
fined $125 and costs each for this second 
offense. 

THREATENS TO RESIGN. 

The Hon. Wilfred Laurier is again threat- 
ening to send in hisresignation as leader of 
the Liberal party, on account of 
the lukewarmness of the support which 
he obtains from Ontario Liberals. Several 
of these members are Orangemen, and do 
not relish the idea of following a Catholic 
leader. Yet Mr. Laurieristhe only man ca- 
pable of occupying the position of chief at 
present. Sir Richard Cartright is a’ states- 
man of great ability, and a clever financier; 
but he is cold, proud, and repellant 
in manner, and its besides an annexa- 
tionist. Mr. Edward Blake is the 
able public man in Canada; but he has no 
fixity of political purpose. At one time he is 
for reciprocity with the United States, at an- 
Other he denounces reciprocity as leading to 
annexation. This instability has led the 
rank and file of the Liberal party to distrust 
him. He bas even been calied a Tory in dis- 
guise. Laurier is a statesman and an orator, 
and has alsoa generous courtliness of man- 
ner which has made him loved on both sides 
of the house. He is the only possible Liberal 
leader to-day. 


CONVENTION REPORT. 


Telegraphic Communication With Miune- 
apolis Will Be Difficult. 


NEw YORK, April 28.—There isa possibility 
that the great public, which is practically de- 
pendent on the newspapers for the news 
from the Republican Convention to be held in 
Minneapolis in June next, will be disap- 
pointed In the length of the telegraphic 
accounts of the proceedings sent from that 
city. ;

During the period of the 
last convention the Western Union sent be- 
tween sixteen and seventeen million words 
over their wires. I very much doubt, how- 
ever, if we could send half that number from 
Minneapolis during the same space of time. 
We have arranged to send out but very few 
bulletins ourselves in regard to the doings of 
the convention, which will be one great ad- 
vantage in favor of the press.

The Widow Bejarano and Her Strange 
Passion—Tortures Young Girls Just 
for the Fun of thé Thing—Her Sons 
Partake of Her. Cruel Spirit—A_ Cele- 
brated Case. Sate 


Oiry OF MEXICO, Mexico, April 23.—The 
trial by jury ofthe famous Mexican female 
criminal, Guadalupe Martinez de Bejarano, 
and her son Aurelio now proceeding in this 
city promises to be fully as sensational as 
onein which she took so prominent a part 


fourteen years ago. 
The widow Bejarano, whose otherwise 
villainous countenance is somewhat redeemed 
by ‘a lofty brow, hada strange taste for 
cruelty to indulge, and soughtto gratify her 
cunnatural craving by inflicting suffering’ on 
the lowliest and most defenseless of God’s 
nildren—the young orphan giris of the poor. 
DARED NOT COMPLAIN. — 

The first crime which gave rise to the notor- 
fety of ‘‘la Bejarano,’’ as she is commonly 
known in Mexico, occurred oh the i7thof 
June, 1876,. when a young. girl, Catarina 
Juarez by name, died at one of the hospitals 
in this city, from the injuries and inhuman 
treatment she had received at the hands of 
her fiendish tormentcr. The details of this 
horrible crime became known from the recital 
made by the victim and filled the columns of 
the newspapers in Mexico from day to day, 
and raised public indignation toa pitch which 
is seldom attained in this country, where 
sympathy is more easily aroused than any 
harsher sentiment. 

The history’ of the sufferings ofthe poor 
girl, covering a period of several months 
passed inthe service of her tormentor, Is, 
perhaps, unequaled inthe annals of crime. 
She was madeto endure every cruelty and 
privation which the malignity of an ingen!- 
ous fiend could suggest or inspire. Hunger, 
exposure, blows, burns, scalds, pin thrusts, 
cuts and every other atrocity that can be in- 
inflicted without causing instant death, was 
the daily lot of this unfortunate girl. She 
dared not complain; her spirit was broken— 
if she ever had any—and the threats of every 
horrible retribution hung over her if she at- 
tempted to escape. 

The insidious diseases which confinement, 
ill-treatment and loathsome food had bred in 
the body of the poor girl reached their 
climax, and the hea:th aqthorities ordered 
her removal to the hospital where she died, 
The marks of blows and the scars of wounds 
were still fresh upon her. When first taken 
to the hogpitai, the fear and infiuence of her 
tormentor being still freshup her, ‘she 
made evasive answers to all questions, but 
kind treatment and the knowledge that death 
was near gave her courage to reveal the in- 
famous uses of_her condition and the 
author of All her sufferings. unfortonate 
child died a few days after giving the sturt- 
ling information. 

Widow Bejarano was immediately arrested 
upon the charge of murder, and her trial,one 
ofthe most sensationalin the criminal an- 
nals of Mexico, resulted in her conviction. 
She was sentenced to thirteen years and some 
months ingprisonment in’ the penitentiary. 
Her crime Was madethe theme ofa stirring 
Spanistrnavel. She was called ‘‘la mujer 
verdugo’’ ~ yang executioner, as might be

While sefving her term Widow Bejarano 
presented fy her conduct, which was ex- 
emplary a Submissive in all respects, one 
of those striking contrasts that torment and 
puzzle the pscychical student. Her behavior 
was such as to arouse in time some doubt as 
to whether her punishment was entirely de- 
served, and after the first impression of her 
crime had softened or passed away, her jail- 
ers and fellow prisoners came to regard her 
as the possible victim of mistaken or exag- 
gerated evidence. After serving eight years’ 
time inthe penitentiary a pardon was se- 
cured, and in the year 1886 she left her place 
of confinement and for some years was lost 
to the world. 

On the 14th of April, 1891, Amelio Bejarano, 
herson, applied atthe hogpital of San An- 
dres in this city for leave to bring a sick girl 
for treatment. A bed was provided and the 
invalid was received at the hospital. She 
was ayoung girl, Cresencia Pureda by name, 
a child of sin, whose age was unknown, even 
to herself, but to all appearances was not 
over 12 years. 

It was a repetition of the former crime, 
with but the variations of time, place and 
subject, and perhaps some new devices of 
cruelty,which Widow Bijarano had conceived 
and matured during her long confinement in 
jail. Among these may be cited.the drag- 
ging of the child gcross the floor,the applica- 
tion of burning matches to the exposed parts 
of the body, and her confinement jor hours at 
a time under the flooring of the room. there 
to fight for her life with mice and vermin,and 
breathe the feted air of her damp surround- 
ings. After her death an autopsy was held, 
which confirmed her ante-mortum state- 
ments, 

Several deep scars were found on the head 
after the hair had been, removed, and on the 
left side of the body between the eighth and 
ninth ribs ascar in procéss of healing was 
discovered. On the right arm were large 
bruises, covering the entire limb from the 
shoulder to the wrist, and on the left forearm 
there was a large burn, @ seven centi- 
meters in length, and other marks, too 
numerous to mention, confirmed the worst 
suspicions. |

States on May 21. 

Whether there is justification for such an 
a Pom nae 2 racial observance as’ is outlined 
above isa question opentoargument. But 
the fact that a day of prayer for divine pro- 
tection from wholesale murder by whites is 
proposed tothe negro race in America, ac- 
companied by threats of the possible whirl- 
wind of divine or human wrath that may fol- 
low a continuation pf alleged existing racial 
wrongs, is in itself an astounding product of 
the present supposed ageof enlightenment 
and advanced civilization. 

The remarkable circular letter printed be- 
low.is now spreading through the mails to 
colored organizations, churches, orders and 
Aindividuals all over this country.

that place, Now when these things 
are happening all over the country, being re- 
ported almost daily, itis surely time for the 
colored people to take some protective ac- 
tion. is Call for a general day of prayer is 
issued for that purpose, It is expected to 
bring national and universal attention to the 
wrongs ofthe blacks, and in that way to 
create a public sentiment which shall right 
those wrongs. originated 
in 8st. Louis men. now 
gn aye the original committee named 
in the circular. But before we took an 
action in the matter we corresponded wit 
leading representatives of the colored race all 
over the country, and we have received let- 
ters heartily indorsing the idea.

FRAIL ANNIE WALDER, 


Satisfied With a Verdict of Murder in the 
Second Degree. 

New York, April 23.—Frail Annie Walden, 
the slayer ofher 19-year-old husband, de- 
clared today that she was satisfied with the 
verdict of murder in the second degree, pro- 
nounced against herlast night by the jury 
before whom she was tried in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer.

— said, with adeflant toss of her pretty

‘*I can’t do anything,’’ she added spread- 
ing her slender white hands out before her. 
**How canlI hel pag ag But I will never 
spend the rest of my life tn prison.’’ 

This with atight pressure of her full lips 
and a dilation of her nostrils. 

The case was giventothe jury in a brief 
but pointed charge by Judge Ingraham at 
3:30 o’clock lastevening. ‘The jury was out 
till 6o’clock. Thenit came in to ask this 
question for Juror Blumenthal: 

‘**Did it appear that James Walden struck 
his oe a blow before she fired the fatal 
shot?’’ 

**Yes;sheswore he did. But a disinter- 
ested policeman swore that he struck no 
blow, Dut on thecontrary was turning away 
from ber,’’ saidthe Judge. 

The jury retired again and in ten minutes 
returned a verdict of murder in the second 
degree. Annie Warden received it without 
emotion. She sank down in her old place on 
the shoulder of a female friend, but arosea 
moment later and walked firmly out of court 
with Deputy Sheriff Brown, 

Lawyer Howe was given till Wednesday 
next to prepare his argument for a new trial. 
This morning the lawyer received this note 
from Mrs. Walden: 

NEw YORK City, April 22, 1892. 

Mr. HOWE—I am sorry to have made you s0 much 
troable, but I will end itail. I cannot pay you for 
the kindness you have shown mo, but I have prayed 
to God so much and often that Iam sure he will re- 
ward you, if not in this world in the next. 

I am not as biack as Iam painted. although I have 
been unfortunate and weak. Thanking you very 
much for your kindness shown towards me, I will 
say good-by forever. Your unfortunate friend and 
client, ANNIE WALDEN. 

It was when asked what she meant when 
she wrote, ‘‘I will end all,’’ that she re- 
plied, *‘I will never spend my life In prison.’’ 

The matrons say that Annie has not eatena 
mouthful since Monday last. She has been 
under the doctor’s care ever since her arrest 
on Oct. 30last. Matron McLaughlin says her 
body wasa mass of bruises when she was 
arrested. 

Had she been a man, she would surely 
have been convicted of murder in the first 
degree. The jurymen say frankly that her 
sex saved her. Onthefirst ballot, the vote 
stood five for murder in the first degree, five 
for murder in the second degree and two for 
manslaughter.

THE SULTAN’S BODY GUARD. 


How the Wily Ruler Takes Advantage of 
Race Prejudice. 


Written for the SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH. 

It is reported from Constantinople that the 
Sultan was thrown literally into a fit of terror 
when he learned that two assassins had 
secreted themselves within his palace. They 
had hidden themselves behind draperies, 
and their presence was detected by a small 
lapdog. The Sultan did not, perhaps, run 
any real danger, for he never passed through 
the apartments where the men were found; 
but asto the murderous intentions of these 
worthies there is no doubt, and the Sultan 
would not be appeased until all the nooks 
and corners of his vast palace of Yildiz Kiosk 
had been explored. Next, all the men be- 
lon ging tothe Nubian and Albanian Guards 
who were on duty that day were replaced by 
others, and put under arrest. ‘They are to be 

Asia Minor. For 

the Sultan is always 
Pp by Nubians (blacks) and 
Albanians (whites), for these two regiments 
execrate each other, and in their divisions 
the Padishah feels secure. The Black 
Guards are his favorites (says the Conti- 
neptal correspondent of the Glasgow Herald), 
for they are so exceedingly fierce when they 
have any cutting-down work to do, and they 
are also less rapacious than the Albanians, 
whose claws are always being extended for 
backsheesh, Taking them all round, how- 
ever, the two Corps of Pretorians, black and 
white, form a gang of unmitigated scoun- 
dre)s. oer are superb-looking rufiilans, 
magnificentiy dressed, overfed, overpaid, 
enjoying practical impunity for every 
offense they may commit, except that of 
being negligent on duty. They are the terror 
of the whole quarter surrounding the palace; 
and the Sultan himself is so afraid of them 
that he is constantly trying to bribe them 
into loyaity by gifts of money. While the 
half-starved Turkish soldiers in Macedonia, 
Armenia, and Anatolia often remain for 
weeks without pay, the Nubians and Alban- 
lansare capriciously regaled with ‘‘tips,’’ 
which sometimeg amount to £15 per man, 
The two corps have only to quarrel, and the 
Sultan immediately sets himself to smooth 
matters by toatl | down a golden shower 
into their miscreaint paws. On the other 
hand, if a soldier of one corps mis ves by 
showing himself insubordinate or by going to 
sleep on guard a dozen soldiers of the other 
corps are Called in to operate upon him. Then 
there is a private strangling or a private 
bastinadoing, as the case may be. But in 
either event the work Is executed with des- 
patch and gusto.

Their 
position in sustaining him at the head of the 
paper is causing considerable com- 
ment, as it gives the suspended priest 
at leastaslight shadow of support. Their 
reason is not evident, neltheris it cleartoa 
great portion of the Catholic clergy and laity 
whatisthe real reason forhis suspension, 
More than this, the gentleman’s queer course 
of action since the suspension went into 
effect, has completely mystified everyone as 
to the probable outcome of the whole matter, 
Just prior to the time the suspension 
was made public Father Kuhiman an- 
nounced his intention of going to 
Rome. When the suspension was made pub- 
lic the Board of Directors of the paper helda 
meeting, after which it was announced that 
Father O. J. McDonald bad taken Father 
Kukiman’s place as manager. The change 
was in name but notin fact, as Father Kuhl- 
man continued actively fulfilling the duties 
of manager. Two weeks ago the patrons of 
the sheet were startled by a notice 
at the head of the editorial 
column signed by Fr, Kuhlman, This caused 
noendof comment and criticism and this 
week thesamie noticeis reprinted with Fr. 
McDonald’s name subscribed. In the mean- 
while Fr. Kuhlman has been performing the 
duties of business manager all week. The 
all-absorbing question in Catholic circles now 
is will Fr. Kuhlman remain with the paper or 
go on to Rome. He refuses to ex~- 
plain. The fact is that he can- 
not gO to Rome until he 
issummoned, That he intends remaining is 
evident from the way in which he regarded 
the suspension. When Father Zabel of Bun- 
ker Hill was sent downto Mitchellto relieve 
him of his pastoral charge afterthe suspen- 
sion went into effect, Father Kuhlman turned 
over the church to his successor, but refused 
to give upthe pastoral residence, and he is 
still holding the fort. The Bishop’s 
reluctance to remove him by 
process of civil law gives rise 
to the suspicion that under the formof sus- 
pension Dr. Kuhlman cannot be removed. If 
rumors be true which are current among 
those whoare well informed onthe inside 
workings of the Alton diocese there is reason 
for the terrible secrecy which has been 
thrown around the suspension. The factis 
admitted on all sides that the infractions 
for which the reverend gentleman 
was suspended occurred at the time of his 
removal from Marshall, nearly two years 
ago. When the suspension was made public 
it was given out that the cause was some 
financial trouble. It was allleged that at 
both Marshall and Mitchell the reverend gen- 
tleman was shortin his accounts. This idea 
isscouted now, and among those who are 
acquainted with the real reason the matter is 
discussed with bated breath. 

NO REASON GIVEN. 

Aninvestigation reveals the fact that the 
form of suspension used in this case is of 
most infrequent occurrence. It is what Is 
termed a suspension ex informata conscientia 
or ‘‘from an informed conscience,’’ It is the 
most. secret form in the _ discipline 
of the church and is re- 
sorted to only on rare occasions. 
The effect of the decree is that the bishop, on 
the strength of knowledge which has come 
into his possession, suspends the priest from 
his Official duties, without right of trial or 
appeal to his fellow clergy. It establishes 
what in civil law would be a change 
of venue. The trial of the case is 
removed from = the diocese to Rome 
in order to avold a public. scandal. 
This, it is said, has beendone in Father 
Kuhiman’s case. His fateis now being de- 
cided before the Propagandain Rome. In 
case they decide that he is entitled toa hear- 
ing he will be summoned to come on and de- 
fend his case. Ifthey decide otherwise the 
bishop’s decree will be confirmed and then 
Father Kuhlman can be removed from the 
pastoral residence by process of law, 

This is said, by well-informed elergymen, 
to be the present status of Father Kuhlman’s 
case. He himself refuses to make any ex. 
planations whatever, and has repeatedly de- 
clined to discuss the matter. When seen yes- 
terday in the editorial rooms of the Church 
Progress he declined to say anything at all 
abcut the case. Editor Pallen, however, 
stated that Father Kuhlman had retired from 
the management of the paper, and his 
place was being filled by Father McDonald. 
When asked if Father Kuhlman intended 
going to Rome, he said he would when he 
was sent for, but he could not go before he 
received a summons. He said the notice 
which had been printed in the paper last 
week with Father Kuhlman’s signature was 
amistake and was reinserted this week to 
correct the error. Mr. Pallen further denied 
ronan sey | that there was any truth in the 
rumor that he intended severing his connec- 
tion with the paper. 

It is understood that a strong effort Is being 
made to get Father Kuhlman out of the 
Church Progress Co., and offers have been 


rmade to him for his stock, but he refuses to 


sell out. 
MORE TROUBLE IN THE DIOCESE. 
Reports from the Alton diocese would seem 
to indicate that Father Kuhlman is 
not the only thorn in the side 
of Bishop Ryan. The prelate is a strong antl- 
Cahenslyite, and has had several tilts with 
the German priests or his diocese. In fact, it 
was given out that Father Kuhlman’s opposi- 
tion to Archbishop Ireland and the part his 
paper took in the anti-Faribault crusade, 
was. one of the reasons for his suspensfon. 
This was denied by both parties. When 
Father Zabel, one of the diocesan deans, was 
sent down to Mitchell to communicate 
orally to Father Kuhlman ‘the notice of his 
suspension, he made a further trip as far as 
Venice, to look into the affairs of Father 
Kaenders, the parish priest of that place, 
against whom several complaints had been 
lodged. Father Kaenders’ offense was a 
mere technical infraction of the regulations 
pertaining to administering avsolution 
outside of the diocese. 
another priest up at Car- 
Father Sauer, whose case is 
at present under investigation, and is 
liable atany time to burst out into a big 
sensation. Father Sauer’s offense seems to 
be insubordination and a display of authori- 
tativeness, His refusal to hear the confession 
of certain cre in his parish has made it 
necessary at times to send another priest to 
look ufter the parish, It ts hinted that the 
outcome of the investigation will be Father 
Sauer’s removal. The Alton diocese will 
soon be a formidable rival of St. 
storm center of ecclesiastical disturbances.

States Army. 


MAJ. JOHN VAN R. HOFF’S WORK AT 


FORT RILEY. ‘ 


The Rise, Fall and Resurrection of the 
Field Hospital’ Service—A Department 
That Is a Model—-How the Wounded 
Are Cared for on the Battlefiela—The 
Travois—Tests in Action. 


Of all the subjects discussed at the meeting 
of the MilitarySurgeons held in this city,none 
exceeded or even equalied in interest that of 
field hospitals, and the model hospital exhib- 
ited in the Armory was the center of interest 
to all the attending physicians. In this 
branch of military science the United States 
occupies a unique position. At the out- 
break oof the _ rebellion, there was 
no field hospital service worthy of the 
name, This department, neglected in foreign 


vogue but six months, its advantages have 
been most apparent, 


SOHOOL OF INSTRUCTION. 

_In 1889 or Hoff established at Fort Riley, 
Kan,, the fleld hospital school of instruc- 
tion, and so wise and energetic has been his 
management that European medical officers 
have pronounced it to be in all respects 
equal, and in some superior to the best for- 
eign models. The recruits, most of whom 
have some previous saowseae of the phar- 
macopla, are at once placed under instruction 
at the school.. They are furnished with text 
books bearing on the more simple principles 
of surgery and medicine, and have dally 
recitations, Great stress is laid upon instruc- 
tion in nursing. all recruits of .six months’ 
Standing being skillfully trained nurses. 
Next comes instruction in what is called 
**first aid to the wounded.’’ The location of 
the prinelpal arteries is taught, and the re- 
cruits are instructed in the best manner of 
checking hemorrhages. By the instant ap- 
plication of the proper remedies scores of 
wounds may be readily healed which, if ne- 
giected, would prove fatal. In this depart- 

is included bandaging, in. which 

careful practical instruction its 
gree. As each fleld hospital 
s intended to be self sustainingin every re- 
Spect, the men are taught cooking, especial 
attention being paid to the preparation of 
dishes suitable for invalids, the care of horses 
and driving; thislasta by no means unim- 
portant branch of theduty of those destined 
to transport the wounded from the front to 
the rear in places remote from roads. Daily 
drill is given in-earrying disablea men in lit- 
ters, On improvised supports or on the back, 
this ‘‘bearer drill,’’ as itis callea, being re- 
garded as a feature of great importance. The 
military education of the recruits is not ne-

lands and still more neglected in this country, 
where years of peace had unaccustomed the 
citizens to thoughts of war, could not be said 
to have existed in 1861, and the result was 
tne loss of thousands of lives that might 
otherwise have'been saved. 

A MODEL TO THE WORLD. 

But the rapid organization of great armies 
was scarcely more remarkable than the de- 
velopment of the field hospital service, and in 
1863, under the direction of Surgeon Joseph 
Lederman a system was built up which fur- 
nished the model upon which every European 
surgical service is now modeled, Foreign 
soldiers, while affecting to belittle the lessons 
taught by American generals, had nothing 
but praise for the hospital service, which was 
admitted to be the finest In the world, and 
which received that most sincere form of 
flattery—imitation. With the close of the re- 
bellion, however, this department which had 
been so quickly brought to a state very 
near perfection, was abandoned, and for 
years the fleld hospital ceased to exist. It 
was not until 1887 that any effort was made 
to revive this most important branch of the 
military machinery of the Government. In 
that year a council of.medical officers of the 
United States Army was convened, and in- 
fluence was brought to bear upon Congress 
which led to the passage of an act recreating 
a field hospital corps. The Secretary of War 
was empowered to detail as many officers 
and menas weré deemed necessary to the 
organization of a field hospital. service, and 
work was at once commenced. 

JOHN VAN R. HOFF. 

The officer chosen to take charge of the 
new department wags..Ohe peculiarly fitted 
for this important task. Maj. John Van 
Rensallaer Hoff had visited . Germany, 
France, ltaly and Austria and had made a 
close and exhaustive Study of the hospital 
services of the Europeanarmy. Having seen 
much service on the frontier, he was thor- 
oughly acquainted with the peculiar require- 
ments of the United States Army and the 
high degree of efficiency to which. under 
many disadvantages and within a short 
time he has brought this department of 
the medical corps, is regarded among sol- 
diers as a proud achievement. He is ad- 
mitted to be, practically, the creator of the 
United States field hospital service as it ex- 
ists to-day, 

THE FIRST ORGANIZATION. 

At first the efficiency of the service was 
most seriously hampered by the regulation 
forbidding direct 3g gern _— this ie 
of the service, as e law ul 
that all details should be mad from those 
who had served 
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glected, as they are put through the school 
of the company and taught the manual and 
use of arms. 

IMPROVEMENT IN PERSONNEL. 

In order to obtain a better class of men 
than those previously available Maj. Hoff 
secured the allowance of a more liberal scale 
of pay. Privates in the hospital corps re- 
ceive $18 a month with an increase of $2 for 
every enlistment of five years. ‘After servin 
one year they canapply for the position o 
acting hospital steward, the rate of pay for 
which is $25 a month, with the same increase 
for re-enlistment. At the end of two years’. 
service they are eligible tothe rank of hos- 

ital stewart, for which. the pay of $45 
s es. It should be. understood 
that thig pay Is in addition to food, clothing, 
lodging and medical attendance, and is tobe 
regarded simply in the Nght of et 
money » Be all the needs ofthe soldier are 
supplied. After thirty years’ service the sol- 
aiers can retire on three-fourths pay and al- 
lowances. Asthe advantages offered by this 
service have become better recognized, the 
number of competent men offering them. 
selves for enlistment has largely increased. 
To each regiment a field hospital is attached. 
The central Ward consists of two large hos- 
pital tents pitched s0 as to ferm but 
one. In this are the cots. In front are 
two tent files, where the operating 
table and the instruments are keptand where 
easy chairs may be placed for convalescents. 
At the end o 
tent, which forms the dispensary. Just be- 
yond is the tent of the medical officer. ,Over 
the main tent flies the flag bearing the red 
Geneva cross. At one side is the mess tents, 
and at the other the tents for the detach- 
ment. At some convenient place near at 
hand stands the amb ce. . 

THE TRAVOIS. . 

To the side of this isa simple-looking con- 

trivance, but one of strictly American inven- 
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tion, and which promises to revolutionize the 
seeing of the wound from the 
field of battle, This is what ts called the 
travois. Itis one of the few inventions that 
civilization owes to barbarism. When mov- 
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are suspended by straps from the back of a 
horse, the rear endstraliing upon the ground. 
To this litter a wounded man can be attached 
by a broad belt and carried out of fire,or tothe 
nearest hospital. It would at first sight ap- 

ear to be a rather rough mode of carriage, 

ut experience has shown that in most 
cases it is preferable to an ambu.- 
lance. In tune fierce fight of 1876 
against the Sioux onthe Powder River many 
soldiers were severely wounded and there 
were no ambulances within fifty miles. 


Improvised Litter. 


Travols were improvised and the universal 
testimony was thatthe change from the tra- 
voistothe ambulance wasachange for the 
worse. Noforeign army has as yet adopted 
the travols. 
MAJ. HOFF’S INVENTION. 

Maj.Hoff has devised an extensionof its 
use which meets with great favor. He pro- 

ses to employ it instead of bearers to col- 
ect the wounded from the battlefield in- 
stead of the old bearer system. All med- 
ical officers lay immense stress on removing 
the wounded to where they can have proper 
attention with the least possible delay. An 
exhaustive system of experiments at the 
school of instruction at‘ Yort Riley has proved 
that bearers with a stretcher cannot carrya 
man for more than ten minutes without paus- 
ing torest. With the travois, a single horse 
and one, or at the most two men, the work of 
several squads of four can be done, and the 
evacuation of the battlefield by the wounded 
carried on with a rapidity hitherto unknown. 


The moral effect that this will have upon the 


men in the fighting line will be of great value 
to the efficiency of the troops engaged. Know- 
ing that if wounded they will be instantly 
cared for and not left for hoursin agony the 
soldiers will fear wounds less and will not be 
subjected to the tryingand terrifying sight 
of comrades bleeding to death for lack of care 
and groaning in agony. The addition of an 
appliance at once so simple and so efficient 
as the travols has immensely increased the 
value of:the fleld hospital service. 
THE REGIMENTAL FIELD HOSPITAL. 

To each regiment is attached a field hos- 
pital detachment. This consists of two medi. 
cal officers, one hospital steward, one acting 
poses. steward and eight privates. Asan 
auxiliary four menare detailed from each 
company toactascompany bearers. These 
menare in no sense non-combatants, and 
their services are only required in action 
when the number of wounded Is greater than 
can be cared for by the hospital detachments. 
These soldiers are instructed in giving first 
aid tothe wounded and. in bearer drill, and 
are Gistingulenes byared band around the 
arm, but do not wearthe Geneva Cross. No 
other combatants are allowed to leave the 
fighting line to ony off the wounded, and 
the spectacie of half acompany going off the 
field toescort one wounded man, not un- 
common during the civil war, wili never 
again be presented. Tothe Hospital Depart- 
ment is intrusted all the sanitary work of the 
camp, in which they are carefully instructed, 
and the benefit of this arrangement has 
already been experienced. In the ambulance 
is carried a medicine chest, so constructed 
that the top can be raised and the front 
dropped in an instant. This contains medicines 
in a compressed form. AntisefRic bandagesare 
provided in abundance. The corps carries its 
own mess and food ch , as the soldiers do 
not mess with those of the line. 
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‘regiment could take care of this proportion 


without exhausting its supplies. ‘The pee 
sonal equipment of each member of the . 
pital detachment consists of a large knife, 
which can be used for digging holes or split- 
ting wood, and what 1s known as the hospi 
corps, pouch. This contains articles that 
would required in wenn wove emt 4 
under the head of emergency sings, anti- 
septic bandages, pins, needies for sewing u 
wounds and compresses for stopping bined 
ing arteries.

FLAMES OF THE SUN. 
CAMILLE FLAMMARION GIVES HIS THE-

The simple ideas that were inspired in 
primitive times by the contemplation of the 
spectacles of Nature have been generally 


transformed, and sometimes completely 


overthrown, by the scientific analysis of 
phenomena. And very often also the pro- 
gressive movement of discovery, in its turn 
modifying the classic theories, has led men’s 
minds back to the ancient opinions, and has 
resuscitated the old ideas, giving them a 
new body and a newlife. This is truein the 
case of the sun. 7 
In our age we have scarcely heard th 


flames of the sun spoken of, savein poetry. 


The expression had been pervaded by mytho- 
logical perfume, now long evaporated by 
the ages. Especially since the labor of 
William Herschel, that is since the end fof 
the last century, theorb of day seemed to 
lost his fires, Itis known that, for 
erschel believed the 

habitable and 

Inhabited. His globe was con. 
sidered by him, by Wilson and their contem- 
poraries to be as solid as the earth, and, as 
it were, environed by a vast atmosphere,

crowned with an eternal dome of resplendent 
clouds. Astronomers imthe first half of our 
century admitted this theory.. It is true that 
they had noticed during total eclipses of the 
sun certain red projections surrounding the 
moon and luminous clouds of the-same color 
apparently suspended around the central 
orb, but they were not disposed to attribute 
these things to the sun. A few theorizers, 
more royalists than the King, went so far as 
to sustain that not only is the sun not blaz- 
ing, but that he is a veritable block of ice, 
and that the luminous heat which we re- 
ceive from himisa subjective phenomenon, 

But now we behold the fames ofthe sun 
rekindied and never again to be extin- 
guished. The qualification flames, is even 
more exactly appropriate to the nature of 
the phenomenon than are the words actually 
employed, prominences, protuberances, ex- 
plosions or clouds, for it corresponds better 
with the lightness and the inconstancy of the 
aspects observed, with the aerial, vapory, 
changing forms of light, with the calorific 
condition of the solar atmosphere in whose 
bosom breathes forth and darts upward the 
incandescent hydrogen. There are, even on 
earth, famesand flames. Without abusing 
metaphor,do we not even sometimes see cold 
flamesy Has the ignis fatuus which fiits 
over graves at night ever burned anything 
but the wits of the bewildered spec- 
tator who meets it? ‘Are not the rose- 
colored lights ofthe aurora borealis as cold 
as the atmosphere ofthe poles? Whatacon- 
trast between these inoffensive fames and 
those of the furnace pouring the glowing 
metal in streams of fire into the sand with its 
dazzling ebullitions and filling the forge with 
stifling heat! What an abyss between the 
gentle, silent fame which detaches itself and 
fies away from the candle as it is extin- 
guished, and the blinding flash of powder 
which expl d death in

But what are all these fames in comparison 
with the magnificence of the solar corona 
which constantly envelops the dazzling o 
in an aureola of glory and light, and which 
darts its rays to distances exceeding the en- 
tire diameter ofthe sun! What rays! What 
grandeur! Weare only rye to-day to 
possess the elements of the solution and 
understanding of this important problem, 

Important itis; indeed, as ts everything 
which touches uponlife. ‘*The present order 
of things,’’ writes Young, *‘seéms to be lim- 
ited, inthe future as the past, by ter al 
catastrophes, which are veiled by cl 
which have so far been im etrable.’’ It is, 
above all, the uestion of the 
lar heat and of the feeding of t 
flames which interests us the most. It Is 
certain that this temperature is so high that 
noone of ourchemical combinations is pos- 
sible there, and thatthe elements there re- 
main Gissociated. Itjea fire so hot that it no 
longer burns. Its most probable ther- 
mometrical valuation is 10,000 deg. A being 
who should come forth from that tempera- 
ture and should lie down upon a sheet of fron 
theated to whiteness, or on a stream of fused 

etal, would think himself lying upon snow. 
The rays of the sun concentrated inthe focus 
of @ lens instantly melt platinum, clay and the 
diamond; now, the temperature thus ob- 
tained evidently cannot surpass that of its 
origin, the efiect of the lens being sim 
to virtually place the object nearer the 
sun, atsucha distance that the solar disk 
may appear on it equal to the lens itself 
seen from its own focus. The most powerful 
lens which has yet been constructed 
thus virtually transposes an object which is 
at its focus to within 250,000 miles, or 100,000 
leagues of the solar surface. We conclude 
thence with certainty that if the sun should 
approach us to a distance equal to that of the 
moon, the whole earth would melt like a ball 
of wax and would in great part me 
vaporized. 

It is mdést happy for us that the ord of day fs 
so far removed. Far removed, indeed! Im- 
pressions are transmitted by our nerves with 
the rapidity of thirty yards per second. If 
we could imagine a child with an arm long 
enough to touch sun and be 
burned by it, child would 
never feel the burn. To travel 
from his hand to his brain the nervous im- 
pression would require not less than one hun- 
dred and fifty years.

tody be suddenly arrested, or its course 
gradually slackened by resistance. If, as is 
probable, the solar globe is the result of the 
condensation of an immense nebula which 
originally extend edbeyond the orbit of Nep- 
tune, the falling of the molecules involved 
in the a conpetion of condensation has 
formed about eighteen million times as much 
heat as the sun now gives yearly. From this

Itis 
prudent toadd that we are not acquainted 
with all the resources of nature, and that 
probably this eh ge giving forth of light | 
and heat is kept up by other additiogal 
causes. 

However this may be, the physical con. 
struction of the sun is one of the most curious 
and one of the most important subjects of 
study which are offered to our attention, and 
any mind which is interested in the affairs of 
nature cannot refrain from being impressed 
by this greatness and attracted by these prob- 
lems, whose study doubles to us the pleasure 
of life.

GREAT SCHEMES FOR INLAND WATER- 
WAY6 NOW BEING DISCUSSED. 
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Written for the SUNDAY Pos?t-DISPATCH. _— 

When Thomas Jeffe: was President, 
John ©. Calhoun was a.student, and the 
young South Carolinian ‘was mightily im- 
pressed by the action of the President in buy- 
ing from France, or, what was the same 
thing, Napoleon Bonapatte, the Louisiana 
Territory, as it was thencalled. Young Cal- 
houn was a student in Yale College, and he 
mapped out the territory thus ac- 
quired and in one of his youthful addresses, 
according to tradition, spoke of the mighty 
consequence to the United States which 
would follow the acquisition of the Mis- 
sissippl| River from ‘its .source ‘to the 
sea. Calhoun’s attention seems to have been 
turned to waterways by this act of Pres- 
ident Jefferson, and before he quitted 
college he hadin his youthful enthusiasm 
connected the Mississippi by an inland route 
with the bays andiniets uponthe Atlantic 
coast, and had conceiveda great artificial 
waterway extending from Boston across Cape 
Cod through Long Island Sound to New York | 
and thence across Jersey and the Virginias to 
Savannah. 

What was the mere dream of an enthus!l- 
astic student Calhoun afterward actualiy 
presented for the consideration of the Cabi- 


member, The young South Carolinian had 
in the course of sixteen years become 
famous, and the representative man, 
if not of the South, at least of his 
State. And when James Monroe called Cal- 
houn into his Cabinet as Secretary of War one 
of the first things the young statesman did 
was to suggest the plan fora colossal coast 
waterway. It was Calhoun’s idea that a 
canal could be built across the State 
of New Jersey to the Delaware River, 
and then another one constructed 
across the Delaware peninsula to 
the Chesapeake Bay. There a natural 
but Inland waterway was provided as far as 
Norfolk, Va. From Norfolk Calhoun advised 
the construction of a canal through the Dis- 
mal Swamp region, of which the lake in that 
swamp should be a part to the waters of 
Albemarle and Pamlico Sounds in North Caro- 
lina, then across the State of South Carolina 
to Charleston and then to Savannah, making 
the terminal upon the Savannah River. 

Calhoun was enthusiastic in hig defense 
ofthis project. Hewas a fine mathema- 
ticilan anda fairly good engineer, and his 
estimate of the cost was based upon com- 
putations which he had himself made. 
The cost, be thought, would De compara- 
tively slight in view of the enormous advant- 
ages. ‘‘Itwillgive the United States,’’ 
he said, ‘‘communication between the vari- 
ous Cities of the coast without exposing the 
vessels to the dangers of the sea, and 
will afford a perfect means for security in 
case of foreign war.’’ Calhoun’s scheme was 
looked upon as the dream of a visionary. Na- 
val officers said that such & colossal canal 
could be built, but would cost such a great 
amount of money as would be likely to bank- 
rupt the United States if the work was under- 
taken. At that time $50,000,000 was an in- 
credible sum, and even the third part of 
that which Jefferson paid for the Louisiana 
ferritory was regarded as an amount of 
money which even a great government could 
with difficulty secure.

THE DISMAL SWAMP CANAL, 

Southern i combined with Northern 
money as well, has already undertaken to 
open communication across the Dismal 
Swamp region of Virginia, a canal having 
been cut by which it is possible to reach in 
boats of light draught North Carolina waters. 
Itis so shallow, however, that it is only 
available for craft engaged in transporting 
fruits and kitchen garden products of that 
very fertile region. The old Dismal Swantp 
canal was a great enterprise in conception, 
but unfortunately was not completed in ac- 
cordance with the design of those whounder- 
took it. Moreover, it was constructed orig- 
inally as much to drain that immense coun- 
try as for the purposes of transportation. 

erhaps the most unfortunate of canal un- 

dertakings was that which was built in Con- 
necticut around the rapids of the Connecticut 
River. Charles Dickens in his ‘‘American 
Notes’’ describes his trip from Springfield to 
Hartford on a steamboat, and fifty years ago 
that was the favorite method of travel be- 
tween those two cities. The Connecticut 
however, decreased in volume of water, and 
the cana! was constructed around the rapids 
in the town of Windsor to overcome the diffi- 
culty of shallow water. Buta railroad was 
built about that time and the canal fell into 
disuse. It has since served to furnish water 
power to several mills. Fifty years ago Con- 
necticut built another canal  bisecti 
the State from New Haven north some for 
miles, and for ten years it was the seat of 
very considerable commerce, but a railroad 
having laid its rails upon the mule track, the 
Canallapsed into ruin. Those are the only 
important canals which New England hds 


ever built, although it is probable that a ship ' 


Ccanalwill be constructed across the Cape 
Cod peninsula. 

Far-sighted men in New York are of opin- 
ion that the time is not far distant whén the 
Erie Canal will be enlarged so that it will be 
an actual ship canal like that which connects 
the waters ofthe Niagara River with Lake 
Ontario upon the Canadian side.

whose name is almost a household word 
among the cultured dwellersin both hemi- 
spheres. ‘ :

His grandfather, 
Judge Wetmore, and his father, Judge 
Joseph Story, were jurists whose written 
thoughts have helped determine the affairs 
of nations and have been valued additions f 
the libraries of such colleges and untversi-

**Fair Harvard’’ in our Own republic; while 
in the list of the world’s great. warriors, the 
name. of the conqueror of Louisburg— 
Brigadier-General Waldo—Mr, Story’s great- 
grandfather, whose bravery was rewarded 
by King George himself with tie grant ofan 
immense tract of land in Maine-—a county 
and an island that both bear the hero’s name 
—stands as a synonym for courage. 
Untif be was 25 it seemed certain that Mr 
Story’s own future would be ike that of two 
last generations of his ancestors, for even 
before he reached that. age the ciear-headed 
way in which he discharged the duties of his 
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William Wetmore Story. 
very responsible position—that of United 
States Commissioner in Bankruptcy—and 
the decisively logical legal articles which he 
from time to time furnished to the press, had 
attracted much attention and won liberal 
commendation, Reverent appreciation of 
the beautiful in form and sound and 
tint and thought had been his birth- 
right; even his school essays were 
foll of quaint and vivid word  pic- 
turés; his rich voice vibrated with passionate 
fervor in the songs of college clubs and social 
gatherings.

favorite, trawic ballad, ‘*‘The Pied Piper of 
Hamelin.’’ Quite silently they listen, until 
the distant sound of a flute is heard, piping 
so melodiously that—why! the artist has dis- 
appeared andthis must be the Pied Piper 
himself, calledup bythe softand yet dra- 
matic spell of Browning’s volce—the verita- 
bie Pied Piper of the Weser, who, in won- 
drous costume—advances and advances—pip- 
ing sweeter and yet * sweeter—until the 
children are drawn cnward with him, and 
anon the drawing-room is deserted.

Paris, April 11.—All the villages inthe ais- 
trict of Fontainebleat are peopled by artists 
who lead’a very retired life and without 
fatigue constantly observe nature while en- 
gaged upon their pictures. 

Among all these artists’ homes none is more 
attractive than the castle Thomery, the resi- 
dence of Rosa Bonheur, the greatest lady art- 
ist that the world has ever seen, 

An old servant in a rather shabby livery re- 
céived me at the gate. [handed him my let- 
ter of introduction, but he shook his head 
doubtfully. 

**I don’t know, sir, she is at work and 
does not like to be disturbed, but I will see.’’ 

He returned shortly. ‘*Please follow me,’’ 
and led me through the rather neglected gar- 
den: **She is studying from nature,’’ he 
‘‘out on the meadow, as madame 
callsit. As#oon as she moved out here all 
the well trimmed lawns of the parks have 
been turned into pasture ground.’’

New Yor, April 21.~In a new book, which 
comes from London and is called on the 
cover “Bastien-Lepage and Marie Bashkirt- 
seff,’’ though its name is more elaborate on 
its title page, we find four essays of very un- 
equal value. Oneis Andre Theuriet’s charm- 
ing memoir of Bastien-Lepage, which was 
originally publishea, I think, In the Revue des 
Deux Mondes, and is well worth reading even 
in this rather bad translation, and the 
second is a capable essay on 
Bastien’s art by Mr. George Olausen, 
which is welcome as a supplement to. 
Theuriet’s less analytical, if more suggestive, 
pages. But the othertwo articles do not be- 
long with these at all, for Mr. Walter Sickert 
writes most unintelligently of ‘‘Modern Real- 
ism in Painting,’’ with the special wisb to 
show that Bastien was not a great artist, and 
Miss Mathilde Blind writes fot very instruc- 
tively and in very poor English abou! Bash- 
kirtsef?, 
It seems a little hard that the memory: of 
this interesting, but not admirable or impor- 
tant, young woman should be. perpetually 
bracketed with the memory of the great artist 
whom she admired so much, for I think there 
is nothing to prove that his feeling for her 
was of the same sort as her feeling for him. 
The effect of his significant and pathetic fg- 
ure ought not to be minimized by con- 
stant conjunction with another figure 
which, although pathetic diso, stood-in an 
accidental apd slight, not a vital relation- 
ship with fit. Had Mile. Bashkirtsef been 
Bastien’s sister or betrothed, or even were 
there any evidence that he was her confessed 
or unconfessed lover, the case would be dif- 
ferent. But the facts are simply that Bastien 
was avery great painter, and that she was a 
capable painter, whose artistic tendencies 
were akin to his; that She knew him well for 


gering illnesses within a few weeks of each 
other. Had either of them lived longer, 
Bastien’s memory would have escaped that 
haunting companionship whichthe morbid 
sentimentality of the world now forces itseif 
uponit. As itis, the story of Marie’s perish- 
ing life merely detracts from the impressive- 
ness of the story ef his. The tragic picture 
of the great Bastien, working and longing 
and dying In his youth, is weakened by its 
repetition with a character of much less in- 
terest and importance. 4 

However can recommend everyone to 
read Theurlet’s memoir and Mr. Olausen’s 
essay andthen toshutthe book and putit 
back on the shelf. Only persons who care to 
get a lesson inthe artofcriticism need read 

ir. Sickert’s pages, for the sake of contrast- 
ing them with Mr. Clausen’s. The difference, 
for instance, between the comparison of Mil- 
let and Bastien and Mr. Clausen’s compart- 
son of the same painters is very instructive, 
as showing the difference between the clear, 
critical eye anda very much befogged one. 
But to most readers the ill-judged inclusion 
of Mr. Sickert’s essay will only serve towards 
confusion of mind and the undoing of lessons 
that the first part of the book might teach. 

To give some notionof Mr. Sickert’s critical 
standpoint Iwill just 1 that he concludes 
his essay by asking: ‘‘if, in league with the 
modern gigantic conspiracy of toleration, we 
are to speak of Bastien-Lepageasa master, 
what terms are leftfor those whom Mr. 
Sickert considers real masters? These he 
then names as four andthe four are Millet, 
Whistler, Degas and—Keene. I leave my 
readers to discover who Keene was or is. But 
I can assure them that they would have 
thought Bastien a master had they seen the 
Retrospective Exhibition at Paris in 1889, 
Throning high over all rivals who had lived 
and died during a hundred years sat, incon- 
testably, Corot and Bastien-Lepage, with, 
perhaps. Millet onaseatas high as theirs. 
And did one search among living men, in or 
out of the oe there Was only one 
other who could have sat beside them and 
that was Puvis de Chavannes. 

People who read the whole of this book may 
notice that M. Theuriet and Mr. Clausen, 
when they do not use the artist’s full name, 
speak of him as Bastien, but that Mr. Sackett 
speaks of himas Lepage. Andthey may re- 
member that he is spoken of as Lepage by 
many other writers of English, as, for in- 
stance, by Prof. Hoppin of Yale College in his 
recently pnblished ‘‘Early Renaissance and 
other Essays.’’ Prof. Hoppin,indeed, s 50 
far wrong as to write ‘‘Le Page.’’ But it is 
wrong to use this name by itseif,even though 
it be properly spelled, and quite right to use 
**Bastien’’ by itself. This wasthe name of 
the artist's fathe: ; Lepage wagthe name of 
his mother’s family, which, after a common 
French custom, the children added to their 
patronymic. 

Double hyphenated names are rare in this 
country and are almost glways pure affecta- 
tions formed by uniting a middie name,zgiven 
in baptism, to the patronymic. And so, 
when oneisnot intent upon being very po- 
lite, Mr. Mortimer-Smith is properly ad- 
dressed as Mr. Smith. But in France they 
are very common,and quite as common in 
the middle and lower as in the 
upper classes. On half the shop fronts 
throughout provincial France one 
reads double names, sometimes with very 
granbiloquent and sometimes with very 
comic combinations. But they are not affec- 
tations of the same sortas ours. They are 
always formed as Bastien-Lepage’s was 
formed, and the custom, I. think, arose 
small communities where only a few patfo- 
nymics existed andit was needful in some 
way to distinguish the chiidren of one brother 
or cousin from those of another. Scandina- 
vian peasants, we know, do this by saying 
‘*John’s Joba Smith, ’*or more exactly, ‘*John 
John’s son S8mith.’’ But French peasants do 
it as the Bastiens did, which is almost the 
same way that is chosen by the Spaniards 
who would say *‘ Bastien-and-Le ”* and 
in informal speech, of course itis

voice from the company—that of Fanny Kem- 
ble—cries, ‘‘Bravo! nothing could be finer!’’ 
And so we will leave this gathering and come 
yet once more.

Parts, April 11.—Ali the villages inthe ais- 
trict of Fontaineblead are peopled by artists 
who lead’a very retired life and without 
fatigue constantly observe nature while en- 
gaged upon their pictures. 

Among all these artists’ homes none is more 
attractive than the castle Thomery, the resi- 
dence of Rosa Bonheur, the greatest lady art- 
ist that the world has ever seen, 

An old servant in a rather shabby livery re- 
céived me at the gate. Lhanded him my let- 
ter of introduction, but he shook his head 
| doubtfully. 

**I don’t know, sir, she is at work and 
does not like to be disturbed, but I will see.’’ 

He returned shortly. ‘‘Please follow me,’’ 
and led me through the rather neglected gar- 
Gen: “She is studying from nature,’’ he 

smiled, ‘‘out on the meadow, as madame 
callsit, As#oon as she moved out here ali 
the well trimmed lawns of the parks have 
been turned into pasture ground.’’ 

He Jeft me at the end of the avenue and a 
strange sight met my eyes. The old lady— 
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Rosa Bonheur. 
she is now 70—was standing before the easel 
and yigorously applying the brush to her 
canvas while a few Angora sheep were 
driven about by a young peasant girl. 

She was dressed in a rather short, black 
dress, covered entirely by a large apron,

MRS. VAN RENSSELAER CRITICISES THE 
ARTIST BASHKIRTSEFF ADMIRED.

New Yor«, Apri] 21.—In a new book, which 
comes from London and ig called on the 
cover “Bastien-Lepage and Marie Bashkirt- 
seff,’’ though its name is more elaborate on 
its title page, we find four essays of ‘very un- 
equal value. One is Andre Theuriet’s charm- 


originally publishea, I think, In the Revue des 
Deuz Mondes, and is well worth reading even 
in this rather bad transiation, and the 
second is a capable essay on 
Bastien’s art by Mr. George Clausen, 
which is welcome as a supplement to. 
Theuriet’s less analytical, if more suggestive, 
pages. But the other two articiés do not be- 
long with these at all, for Mr... Walter Sickert 
writes most unintelligently of ‘‘Modern Real- 
ism in Painting,’’ with the special wisb to 
show that Bastien was not a great artist, and 
Miss Mathilde Blind writes not very instruc- 
tively and in very poor English aboul Bash- 
kirtseff, 

It seems a little hard that the memory: of 
this interesting, but not admirable or impor- 
tant, young woman should be. perpetually 
bracketed with the memory of the great artist 
whom she admired so much, for I think there 
is nothing to prove that his feeling for her 
was of the same sort as her feeling for him. 
The effect of his significant and pathetic fg- 
ure ought not to be minimized by con- 
stant conjunction with another figure 
which, although pathetic dso, stood-in an 
accidental apd slight, not a vital relation- 
ship with ft. Had Mile. Bashkirtsef been 
Bastien’s sister or betrothed, or even were 
there any evidence that he was her confessed 
or unconfessed lover, the case would be dif- 
ferent. But the facts are simply that Bastien 
was avery great painter, and that she was a 
capable painter, whose artistic tendencies 
were akin to his; that She knew him well for 


gering illnesses within a few weeks of each 
other. Had either of them lived longer, 
Bastien’s memory would have escaped that 
haunting companionship whichthe morbid 
sentimentality of the world now forces itseif 
uponit. As itis, the story of Marie’s perish- 
ing life merely detracts from the impressive- 
ness of the story of his. The tragic picture 
working and longing 
and dying in his youth, is weakened by its 
repetition with a character of much. less in- 
terest and importance, ‘ 

However, can recommend everyone to 
read Theurlet’s memoir and Mr. Olausen’s 
essay andthen toshutthe book and putit 
back on the shelf. Only persons who care to 
get a lesson in the art of criticism need read 

ir. Sickert’s pages, for the sake of contrast- 
ing them with Mr. Clausen’s. The difference, 
for instance, between the comparison of Mil- 
let and Bastien and Mr. Clausen’s compari- 
son of the same painters is very instructive, 
as showing the difference between the clear, 
critical eye anda very much befogged one. 
But to most readers the ill-judged inclusion 
of Mr. Sickert’s essay will only serve towards 
confusion of mind and the undoing of lessons 
that the first part of the book might teach. 

To give some notionof Mr. Sickert’s critical 
standpoint I will just tg that he concludes 
his essay by asking: ‘‘if, in league with the 
modern gigantic conspiracy of toleration, we 
are to speak of Bastien-Lepageasa master, 
what terms are leftfor those whom Mr. 
Sickert considers real masters? These he 
then names as four and the four are Millet, 
Whistler, Degas and—Keene. I leave my 
readers to discover who Keene was or is. But 
I can assure them that they would have 
thought Bastien a master had they seen the 
Retrospective Exhibition at Paris in 1889. 
Throning high over all rivals who had lived 
and died during a hundred years sat, incon- 
testably, Corot and Bastien-Lepage, with, 
perhaps, Millet onaseatas high as theirs. 
And did one search among living men, in or 
out of the exposition, there was only one 
other who could have sat beside them and 
that was Puvis de Chavannes. 

People who read the whole of this book may 
notice that M. Theuriet and Mr. Clausen, 
when they do not use the artist’s full name, 
speak of him as Bastien, but that Mr. Sackett 
speaks of him as Lepage. Andthey may re- 
member that he is spoken of as Lepage by 
many other writers of English, as, for in- 
stance, by Prof. Hoppin of Yale College in his 
recently pnblished ‘‘Early Renaissance and 
other Essays.’’ Prof. Hoppin,indeed, Ss 50 
far wrong as to write ‘‘Le Page.’’ But it is 
wrong to use this name by itseif,even though 
it be properly spelled, and quite right to use 
**Bastien’’ by itself. This wasthe name of 
the artist’s fathe: ; Lepage wagthe name of 
his mother’s family, which, after a common 
French custom, the children added to their 
patronymic. 

Double hyphenated names are rare in this 
country and are almost glways pure affecta- 
tions formed by uniting a middie name, given 
in baptism, to the patronymic. And so, 
when one isnot intent upon being very po- 
lite, Mr. Mortimer-Smith is properly ad- 
dressed as Mr. Smith. But in France they 
are very cOmmon, and quite as common in 
the middie and lower as in the 
upper classes. On balf the shop fronts 
throughout provincial France one 
reads double names, sometimes with very 
granbiloquent and sometimes with very 
comic combinations. But they are not affec- 
tations of the same sortas ours. They are 
always formed as Bastien-Lepage’s was 
formed, and the custom, I. think, arose 
small communities where only a few patfo- 
nymics existed andit was needful in some 
way to distinguish the children of one brother 
or cousin from those of another. Scan 
vian peasants, we know, do this by saying 
**John’s John Smith, ’*or more exactly, ‘*‘John 
John’s son Smith.’’ But French ants do 
it as the Bastiens did, which is almost the 
same way that is chosen by the Spaniards 
who would say ** Bastien-a “ey 
in informal speech, of course it is always the 
maternal home that is dropped. So when 
artists speak of Bastien-Lepage, of Dagnan- 
Bouveret, orof Puvis de Chavannes simply 
as Bastien, Degnan or jPuvis, they are using 
his proper patronymic, not being unduly fa- 
miliar with the ‘‘given’’ name of a celebrity. 

Another thing which puzzles foreigners 
with regard to French proper names is 
whether a letter which would be suppressed 
in a speech were the word a common ‘ 
istobe soundedor not. Here norule pre- 
vails, either with personal or with geograph-. 
icalnames. One must be told in each special 
case before one can be sure, I say, 
therefore, that although the finals in Cha- 
vannes is not sounded, it is in Purvis, and in 
Croh's Duran, and that roe the final tis 
not sounded in Bouveret or nnat, it isin 
the name of another painter, who is 
to be well Known in this country, Aime 
Morot. Ibave been told, I do not know how

The ascent to the 
street may be made by stairways or by the 
lift. You emerge at an incredible distance 
from the place of entrance,and take a hansom 
cab to find your way to some familiar place, 
The structure of the road is as firm as it can 
be made of the best materials. The intention 
is manifestly to secure permanency, to pro- 
vide against all accidents, and win the confi- 
dence of the people. The amount of the in- 
Vestment must be excessive. Thereis noth- 
ing alarming about this mode of travel, and 
the nervous shuddering atthe noise of the 
literally lightning expresses is in part the re- 
sult ofthe indulgence of the imagination. 
Such roads may answer many purposes, and 
the effect of personal examination isto dis- 
pel ee against the system; but there 
should some broader and easier method 
found to handle the multitudes who, in our 
great cities, are clamoring for rapid transit. 
ELECTRICITY IN EUROPE. 

Repeatedly, in my run through Europe, I 
have been surprised by the developments of 
electricity in common wuse—as the telephone 
and trolley in Italy. Thetrolley in Florence 
and the telephone in Genoa were handled as 
ifextremely familiar. The London electrical 
road shows how wonderfully electricity asa 
motor may be employed. The most striking 
example of the utilization of the telephone 
was inthe Adelphi Hotel, Liver l. Each 
room has a telephone, with printed instruc- 
tions that you must send ail orders through 
the office. This includes fires; water, 
hot and cold; calls for the porter or cham- 
be id, You touch the button and unhook 
the ear and mouthpiece—a very solid and 
neat combination—and give your directions. 
Itisasurprising help. The servant who an- 
swers the call is the right one, with what you 
want. If you have friends in the house, you 
Can talk with them from your room by con- 
necting through the office; or you can talk all 
over town without leaving yourroom. Lam 
notaware of itif there isthe equivalent of 
this convenience in America. 

RECOLLECTIONS OF INFLUENZA. 

Memorably associated with the death of 
the Duke of Clarence will be the plague of 

fluenza, which has been a scourge in every 
city I have visited in Europe and most severe 
in England. Thereisno use to say it isa 
form of bad cold, and is only the usual thing. 
I remember it is officially charged with the 
Geath of 6,000 people in the State of New 
York last year, and that the statistics of in- 
creased mortality inthe cities of Great Britain 
are positively shocking. The Times, in Lon- 
don, printed 250 death notices in one issue, a 
humber without precedent, and nearly all 
were of men and women over 50 years of age. 
The persons whose deaths are noticed in the 
Times in the accustomed way are, ina great 
majority of cases, well-to-do. It may be 
safely assumed that they have had medical 
attention, the necessaries of life and the del- 
icacies Gemanded in illness. Considering 
these things, we are ina position to estimate 
the extent towhich the prevailing epidemic 
is slaughtering the aged poor. It is the gen- 
eral recommendation that the 
to defend oneself from this 
is to eat and drink the richest 
and strongest, and, when stricken with 
the sickness, give up to it and go to bed with- 
outafight. Thereisa fashionin London to 
do something to prevent the disease so much 
Greaded. One of the fancies is to use euca- 
lyptus oil on handkerchiefs and about the 
rooms. The theory is that it stops the malig-., 
nant development of the offensive microbe. 
The use of quinine and Scotch whisky is. 
strongly suggested, Mr. Lincoln, the 
American Minister, has been one 
of the sufferers. He had been 
taking quinine, and had dined out as the 
guest ofan eminent physician. Mr. Lincoln 
was in perfect health apparently, and tooka 
walk after dinner. Returning to his house 
he became seriously ill in a quarter ofan 
hour and was soon helpless with a well- 
marked case of influenza. He could not get 
upon his feet and was in the greatest distress 
for three days, then grew slowly bet- 
ter, and a week after he was stricken 
was ordered not to leave his 
room for several days under penalty 
ofthe gravest consequences. The long lists 
of death notices each day are scanned with 
the greatest anxiety, and persons with large 
circles of acquaintances are sure to find each 
morning familiar names. It has at last been 
declared that the diseaseis contagious, and 
this adds to the prevailing ‘apprehension. 
People go about feeling that the arrows of 
death are flying thick and fast; that under 
sucha fire there is no moment in which an 
individual may not fall. The news in the 
journals that is first read is that of the de- 

rtment under the head ‘‘Influenza,’’ tell- 

g of its spread around the world.

IT’S BETTER NOW. 

An ocean voyage is a trying expe- 
rience under the best conditions in severe 
weather, and tenof my fourteen crossings 
have been rough. .

Now a first-class 
state-room is airy,even in a storm, as a sum- 
mer hotel. Twenty-one years ago the state- : 
room lights were candles in triangular 
niches so situated that one candle served two 
state-rooms. These were locked from the 
halls and put out at 10:30 o’clotk, when utter 
darkness prevailed,in which the sick writhed 
and groaned helpless. Now, atany hour of 
the night youturna button and an electric 
lamp gives youa light equaltoa dozen can- 
dles, and if you like you can keep it going all 
night. The steady nocturnal illumination Is, 
however, usually a synrptom of illness, or 
timidity, or both. Twenty years ago if you 
needed help you had _ to put your 
head out of your door and call for the stew- 
ard, and he could hear you or not, as he 
pleased. Now you touch aknobandringa 
bellthat he must hear, and heappears at 
once. Ships have doubled in size, trebled in 
capacity, quadrupled in the powerof the 
machinery within twenty-one years, and 500 
knots are as easily made now as 300 in 1870.

I fancy, asthe English say, and calculate, 
asthey say the Americans say, that boats 
may be built of 12,000 tons, with four screws, 
that can cut down the time from Queenstown 
to Sandy Hook as much within five days as 
the best record is now within six, and the 
four propellers will require the energy of 500 
tons of coal per day. Butarate of running 
exceeding 500 Knots per day can only be made 
in favorable weather. It issaidin behalf of 
the 10,000-ton twin screw boats that they go 
right along and make about their usual time, 
no matter what the winds and waves are 
saying. They do nothing of the sort. 
The strain becomes so great at 
full speed in a neavy head sea that 
the wear and tear is too expensive to 
be endured even if the situation is not dan- 
gerous, and the grandest boat that ever 
floated is unsteady as a rowboat, and gets 
such staggering thumps that a prudent of- 
ficer will not risk all the power in hand to 
drive intothe waves. In estimating speed 
that may be made by the most expert and 
extensive use of steam and steel, there isa 
difficulty not usually *taken into account, 
but one that increases with the augmenta- 
tion of power. Itisthetremorof the ship. 
It is not possible to drive 10,000 tons, twenty- 
three miles, twenty-one Knots, an hour with- 
out giving every part of the structure an in- 
tense and constant shiver. This incessant 
vibration becomies to sensitive persons pain- 
ful. There is a sensation of merciless combat 
that is very trying. I fear that inthis _— 
the ship of four daysand eighteen hours will 
be found too shaky forthe delicate, and it Is 
improbable that a material may be found 
obviating this serious objection. Trains may 
be run from seventy-five to one hundred 
miles an hour, and boats may goat one-thira 
that rate, but they will not be enjoyable, and 
I do not know what enterprise the genius of 
mechanical drawing and construction, labor 
and capitalin harmony can do for the people 
at sea that has not been done.

One of the characteristics of an inventive 
mind is a judicious skepticism. The very 
fact that a method or a process dates from 
a distant past incites such a mind to a 
challenge; for how at a time of scant 
Knowledge and limited experience was the 
‘best way of doing anything to be dis- 
covered? That doubt can be the beginning of 
improvement was demonstrated one day ata 
coppermine in Arizona, where an Eastern 
engineer was watching the foundations ofa 
stamp mill as they were being laid. A prodi- 
gality of costly timber, as well as a goodly 
heap of iron bolts, was strewn about. 
‘*What do you want all this for?’’ asked the 
visitor. ‘*To make the bed elastic,’’ 
was the answer. The reply, made many 
times before, on this occasion failed 
to satisfy the inquirer. Before 


a month had passed it fell to his lot to erect 


stamp mill himself, and, dispensing with

But by anew way, which finds special 
favor in factories, the coils are attached not 
to the floor, but tothe ceiling. Here heating 
by radiation is found pleasanter than heat- 
ing by currents of warm air sent up from an 
iron surface, Besides, space is saved, and 
rubbish cannot gather about the pipes with 
liability to burst into flame. 

PLACING THE KEYSTONE IN AN ARCH. 

For most part, however, the labors of in- 
ventors do not lie in by-paths such as these, 
but in the highway, where a familiar instru- 
ment or machine receives a transforming 
addition, as when the carbon transmitter 
raised the message of the telephone from a 
whisperto loudness; or when the grooved 
needle arm which ties upa sheaf witha yard 
of twine was combined withthe harvester— 
the last stepin making farming a sedentary 
occupation. 

SUPERSEDURE OF THE KNIFE-EDGE SCALE. 

While ingenuity in the main directs itself 
simply to improving what it finds by giving it 
a new simplicity or compactness, orin em- 
ploying more suitable materials for construc- 
tion or in addinga single needed part, an in- 
ventor may takea totally differentline and 
effect not improvement merely, but super- 
sedure. He sees a machine which has served 
the world for centuries and deems its princi- 
ple so defective that he sets about doing its 
work ina distinctly new and Detter way. 
Take for example the ordinary weighing bal- 
ance. The cross beam wag f= the scale pan 
vibrates ona knife edge. This knifeedge is 
subject to serious injuries which impair its 
accuracy. The sharperitisthe sooner foes 
usage make it dull; dirt grinds its surface; 
rust attacks it. Yet untilour day inventors 
have never thought of making the balance 
better except in using harder metal for its 
knife, or in more carefully shaping the angle 
of that knife. Inthescale which Mr. Albert 
H. Emery of Stamford, Conn,, has Gcevised, 
he has dismissed the Knife edge 
and all its lHiability to harm. In its stead 
he uses a short piece of thin, well-tempered 
steel, from which the cross beam is sus- 
pended. The principle is the same as that 
long ago adopted in pendulum clocks, where 
the upper part of the pendulum wire is flat- 
tened out so thin that the bob moves to and 
fro with scarcely any friction, certainly it is 
much less than if it were hung from one 
surface rubbing on another. On the 
Emery balance, weighing 200 pounds, one 
portion in 2,350,000 has moved the scale. 

The bestperformance of a knife-edge bal- 
ance, when new, has never shown 
more than one-thirteenth this responsive- 
ness, And the Emery scale has 
the further advantage of not becoming 
impaired inuse. Its inventor has stood upon 
the pans ofa small balance and moveu bis 
feet as if he were workingatreadie. On 
dismounting the scale has proved to be as 
accurate as before. Applied to his testing 
machine Mr. Emery’s thin steel plates 
enable him to register with the utmost pre- 
cision the strain required either to rupture a 
stout steel bar or to sever a horse hair. 

THE OIL CAN DISCARDED. 

As some 200 patents testify, a favorite at- 
tempt of inventors has been to discover 
means of abolishing the need for Iubricants. 
The aim has beento find for the rubbing sur- 
faces of machinery a metalso smooth as to 
need no oiling. As iong ago as 1827, Jacob 
Perkins, an American domiciled in England, 
devised an engine in which steam ata pres- 
sure of 800 pounds to the square inch was 
used. This pressure meant a temperature 
so high as to char the lubricating 
oils. Perkins overcame the difficulty by 
making the parts in contact of 

alloy which, .working with less friction 
than iron oiled in the ordinary way, required 
noOlubrication. Through lack cf durability, 
the general faultin alloys of this class, the 
Perkins compound failed to da away with 
the oil can. he germ of permanent success 
was to come atalater day, when powdered 
biack lead was first eenigee em to reduce the 
his metal puts as 
smooth a polish on on axle or a bearing as on 
the surface of-a.stove. On introduction it 
was soon widely used, sometimes by itself, 
sometimes stirredinto oil. But a difficulty 
with the mixture was that it would 
not stay mixed—a bond of some kind was 
needed. In seeking this bond Mr. H. 
Holmes, experimenting in a machine ae - at 
Gardiner, Me., triea cotton, wool and cloth 
in turn, without success. At length, as he 
was inacountry producing wood pulp ona 
large scale, itoccurredto him to biend the 
black lead.with moist pulp and compress the 
mass. He was now seeking to make the 
metal serve as @ material for bearings instead 
of a lubricant applied externally to bearings. 
In the process to which he came after a good 
many trials he found the best proportions to 
be one part of pulp to ten parts of black lead, 
or graphite, the compound being squeezed in 
amould suitably perforated for drainage. 
After being dried by air, the bearing 
is saturated with linseed oil and thor- 
oughly baked. Inits finished state it looks 
like graphite, butisso strengthened that it 
can bear severe pressure and. be used with- 
out oil or attention. Though strong, it is 
somewhat brittle, and, like anti-frictiongl 
alloys, is securedinaniron or steel casing. 
It has done excellent service on wagon 
shafts, the a? of cotton machinery ,and 
the tension pits of cable railroads. On the 
axles of cars tt fails, the severe blows struck 
in rapid locomotion—especially on a rough 
track—being too much for it. 
are in progress which may result in giving 
this fiber-graphite, as it is called, more 
strength. Even in its present form it furthers 
the economy of power in a vast variety of 
machinery, promotes cleanliness and, what 
is of most importance, removes the chief 
cause of fire in factories. 
FORM AS IMPORTANT AS SUBSTANCE. 

Anew aha aavantageous form in which 
metalor other constructive material is dis- 
posed may lead to a decided advance in 
manufacture. Astrip of paper rolled asa 
spiral tube, asin making a lamplighter, will 
illustrate’a recent invention of much im- 

rtance to the engineer. Shut one end of 
he paper tube firmly ahd blow in the other. 
You will tighten the seams, and the paper 
would burst before any air could leak out 
between the edges in cuntact. This principle 
is embodied in steel tubes ofa new strength 
and lightness. Tubes of older patterns are 
made in three ways: By ary! which turns 
out a mass of metal much too heavy for the

the cost of transportation and handling. Im- 
rovement became feasible when gas es 
nstead of furnaces were adopted to produce 
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fectiveness in working because of perfection 
in fashioning, In aweey interesting class of 
cases atool, ora part’of a machine, as it 
works, gives a higt as to how its form may be 
improved. In designing the teeth of wheels 
the complicated eurvesare often struck out 
with much mathematical refinement, the de- 
signer’s purpose being’ to produce a tooth 
which will push and mot grind its mate. With- 
out any mathematies, tiowever, the right out- 
line is indicated in ob adders how the contour 
of even a carelessly eyt tooth is modified in 
actual wear. Again,in somewhat the same way 
acurrent of sandand water as it courses 
through a pipe gives vatuable hints as to how 
its bends may be changed for the better. So, 
too, a bit of stone falis from a rock, tumbles 
about on a beach, or is dashed along a rapid 
stream. At its corners, the Most exposed 
perce of its surface, it becomes most worn in 
ts motion, and at last is the pebble rounded 
to the shape which offersthe smallest oppo- 
sition to the impelling wave, The very forces 
which it has had to withstand have molded 
itto the form of least resistance. Builders 
of yachts and ships are ever much concerned 
to iind outlines giving them the highest speed, 
or the highest speed compatible with carry- 
capacity. Toaidthem in their quest they 
sometimes make a modelin wax, suspend it 
in a frame and measure the effort needed to 
propel it at various speeds through a trough 
of water. Thisisthe practice ofa firm of 
builders in Dumbarton, Scotland, Would it 
not be better to make a model in chalk and 
move it either through sand or through a 
mixture of water and sand? The form as 
modified by the abrasion might suggest the 
figure best suited to move with least resist- 
ance as a ship. 
HOW OXYGEN HAS BEEN CHEAPENED. 
In chemistry ingenuity can haveas free 
play as in mechanics or engineering. Oxygen 
as been notably cheapened the Brin 
process of manufacture, but only since the 
original method was improved. ‘The process 
is based on the fact that when baryta is 
heated to 1,100 deg. Fahrenheit it combines 
with the oxygen of the air toform barium 
dioxide. At first the quantum of oxygen 
thus combined was driven off by raising the 
compound to 1,600 deg. The heating and 
cooling process occupied four hours and en- 
tailed a heavy outlay forfuel. It is super- 
seded by heating the barium compounu to 
1,300 deg., and varying the pressure of the 
air to whichit is exposed from twenty-five 
pounds to the square inch toone pound. This 
quite as effectively causes the desired union 
and liberation of oxygen. A pump alter- 
nately compressing and exhausting the air 
performs a round of operations inten to fif- 
teen minutes, instead of the four hours for- 
merly required. This ingenious improve- 
ment serves asatype of what may be done 
in varying the simplerand cheaper of two 
factors, each of which. by itself is adequate 
to a prescribed task.

IN MEMORY OF THE CZAR. 


The Gorgeous Monument to Alexander IL 
Nearing Completion. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
Moscow, Arpil:5.—The great Alexander 
monument in the Kremlin of Moscow is near- 
ing its conipletion., It is now nearly two years 
since the sum of 1,600,000 roubles was col- 
lected for the purpose of erecting to the 
memory of the martyr Czar a ‘befitting monu- 
ment. What political significance the com- 
pletion of this grand structure will have for 
Russia, whether the dedication services, 
which are to be celeBrated on an elaborate 
scale, will bethe watehword for a renewed 


outbreak of Nibilistic attempts, or whether 
the love and enthusiasm of the people for 
their martyred ruler :.will outweigh every 
other teeling, remains to be seen. The work 
will undoubtedly be completed during the 
present spring. 

The structure occupies a space of 1,938 
square feet, and its facade overlooks the 
Tschudowsky Monastir’’ (the Monastery of 
Miracles), which latter adjoinsthe Nicolai 
Palace, where Alexander Il. was born. In 
the rear it frontg the wall of the Kremlin and 
the Church of St Helena, Two broad stairways 
lead up on either side to the platform. 
Viewed from the ‘‘Place of the Czars’’ the 
monument forms'a trilateral colonnade: in 
the center of which stands the bronze statue 
of the Czar under a tall balidachin. This 
Statue will be twenty-one feet high. Dark 
gray granite from Serdobol is used for the 
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that their luminous rays will poura fiood of 
radiance Over the statue ofthe Czar. The 
base, conforming to the character of the 
kremlin wall is built of light sandstone, and 
the interior space will be fitted up asa 
museum for the reception of mementos of the 
life and reign of Alexander II. The gallery 
is four and one-half feet wide,and the columns 
are of reddish granite stone. Acopper roof | 
covers the gallery, inlaid with gilt and silver 
squares in checker-board fashion. The stairs

pedestal. The Czar appears in the uniform 
of a Russian general with the coronation 
mantle thrown overit; the head is slightly 
inclined, the right hand, which lifted the 
yoke of serfdom from the Russian people is 
extended, the left holds the scepter. The 
baldachin, which expands above the statue, 
is tobe covered with heavy gilt plates with 
the imperial eagle towering in the center. 
The ceiling of the baldachin will be provided 
witha number of electric lamps set in ro- 
settes, and these will be lighted at night, so 


on both sides are of gray oloneze granite, 
The inside ‘walls of the colonnade will be 
decorated with mosaic paintings, représent- 
ingevents and episodes inthe life of the 
Czar. 

The model for this beautiful structure was 
designed by two ofthe best Russian artists, 
P. Schukowsky and N. Sultanow, the lattera 
celebrated civil engineer.

PAPER BARBELS. 


A Process for Making Them Perfected in 
England After Failing Here. 
Written for the Sa~pAY POST-DISPATCH. 
Situated at Boxmoor, Herts, in London, are 
the Universal Paper. Mills, one of the oldest 
paper mills in England, since it was started 
during the reignof Queen Elizabeth. This 
mill is now manufacturing a paper barrel 
after a process which, with the exception of 
one improvement, was conceived in this 
country. The process forms another exam- 
ple of the utilization of waste, for the ma- 
terials used are waste paper, cotton waste, 
leather waste, and, infact, any Waste sub.

Prayer, invocation and supplication are 
ceaselessly On the lips of every soul that 
bides besides these Italian shores to get their 
living and their death by the sea. 

The Italian fisherman has in his life none of 
the trival ponserns that ecepy the hearts of 
the inland peasant. His hut, usually one 
room, with smoke-darkened celling and 
rough, shell-plastered walis and floor, is as 
austere in its appointments as 4 monk’s cell. 
No ornament or decoration more gaudy than 
a crucifix,.or tiny shrine or cheap engraving 
of the thorn-crowned head of Christ, or the 
Mater Dolorosa adorns its walls. There are 
rude goat-skin covered couchés of dried bea- 
weed ; the heavy benches along the wall, be- 
hind the heavier table with its sunken places 
in which to set the bowls and mugs for food; 
and stout chestnut pegs set in the mortar 
Walls for nets and clothing. 

There are three-legged wooden stools. at 
éither side of the fireplace. This is simply ah 
open space left in the inside wall crossed by a 
stout iron rod, from which are suspended a 
half dozen pots by hooks, the fire of seaweed 
and driftwoed being only lighted when re- 
quired for cooking. Thereare often one or 
two windows which have no glass, but are 
covered with a bit of goat skin or sail cloth in 
inclement weather. The floor is covered with 
a generous layer of sand, which Is ceaselessly 
being renewed for cleanliness. 

The fisherman himself does no work ashore 
beyond the mere care of his boat, if he is so 
fortunate as toown One. The moment the 
boatis sighted by the women folk they all 
run pell mell oo water’s edge to take the. 
sails and gear with the nets and fish and the 
wet clothing, dragging them with all speed 
tothe hut, where the fish are cleaned and 
salted and packed fn layers with seaweed for 
market or home consumption. Their food 
consists of this fish, = eves t cut in small 
pieces and boiled ih a sort of thick soup, with 
such simple condiments as their slender 
means can procure, black breadand cheap 


sour wine. 

Qn rare holiday occasions they may have 
onions roasted in the ashes, macaroni 
dressed with olive oil or tiny dough cakes 
fried in oil something lixe a doughnut.

nh costume the Italian fisherman has no re- 
seniblance to his inland brother. He wears a 
sort of Greek-like tunic, sleeveless and reach- 
ing barely to the knees. This is brought 
closely to his body with 4 broad leather belt, 
in the inside of which he carries hig rosary, 
his scapular or perhapssome holy relic for 
peotection at sea. Rude sandais of tough 
sh or goat skin are+bound to hig feet 
with thongs that are crossed around the leg 
to the Knee. His hair and beard are seldom 
cut ortrimmed. It often has the waveofa 
sculptured god’s, and as he’ rarely wears any 
head covering, om perhaps a cotton Ker-

The women are finer, freer, simpler.

It 
is kept carefully sealed and burnished, anda 
few drops are cast upon the waters ff the 
fish are not sufficiently plentiful, or if a 
storm threatens the interruption of their 
work. .But most éssential of all things to 
these toilers of the sea isa muscino, or kit- 
ten. No bragozzo can put out from land 
without this, and if sucb mischance should 
happen, all on board would surely be lost. 
he blind faith of these folk in the efficacy 
of blessed and holy relics to appease the 
wrath of the sea is indeed pathetic. Many 
keep themselves in a state of utter ~im- 
poverishment in providing necessary amulets 
and charms. Not only is the fisherman’s 
person covered with these, but his boat 
must also possess ail possible saving 
power through these religious appli- 
ances. Should some great storm arise 
ana genuine danger come, one by one 
these appeasitive objects are cast upon tie 
waves witb a faith that is positively sublime. 
Meantime his ife ashore, possessed of 
the same implicit and pious confidence, gives 
her most precious relics to the sea that her 
husband may come safetoland. AndlI have 
no doubt that when fatal disaster comes as 
it always does, this man sinks into the si- 
lenices beneath the tempest with his last 
spark of vital consciousness an undimmed 
flame of trust and faith.

Naturally enough the Rhinelander name 
suggested to its very eligible bachelor owner 
the purchage of the castie onthe Rhine. As 
time wenton ahd various suits of armor, as 
well as quantities of old curios, were con- 
stantly being discovered by the workmen em- 
ployed to restore the place, Mr. Rhinelander 
grew interested in antiques. He soon becathe 
a connoisseur in such matters and thus de- 
veloped the Oakley Rhinelander fad. 

‘Naturally as the rare old suits of armor 
came to light in the well at Castle Schonberg 
some of them were placed about the halls, 
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Armor of the Duke d’ Oson. 
Then Mr. Rhinelander felt that the old war- 
riors might like to fight their battles o’er 
again, and he addeda few companions in 
arms. On returning to this city it struck him 
that the Rhinelander home here Was in cry- 
ing need of just such attractive features as 
suits of armor, and he brought some of them 


On. 

One of his latest acquisitions in this line ts 
a& tournament suit ofarmor. These are very 
rare. Way back in 1550, this particular 
specimen was worn bythe Duke d@’Osuna, a 
G’Infantada of Spain. The Duke left one 
widow and many creditors. The former 
being well posted as to the latter made =. 
her mind to sell the place. This she did, an 
toa foreigner. The indignation of the cred-

itors was so great when they found that they 
had received nothing that they determined 
to fire the old Chateau Beauraing. The hook 
and ladder arrangements were not all that 
they should have been at that time, and it 
was burned to the ground. 

Among the many fine things it contained 
were various suits ofarmor. Fifteen of these 
were found later and sent to Cologne to 
sold. Rhinelander’s suit is ina perfect state 
of preservation, h the exception of one 
spot at the back of the helmet. In these suits, 
made in angles, sothat lances might. glance 
aside, there ts a tournois on the left shoulder.

THE SUNFLOWER IN COMMERCE. 


Oil From the Seed and Oil Cake a Big 
Russian Industry. 


The sunflower, as a garden plant, has been 
known all all over Russia for many years, 
but only in certain districts has it been culti- 
vated ona largé scale as an industry. The 
first cultivation of sunflower seed for com- 
mercial purposes began, says the United 


States Consul General at 8t. Petersburg, in 
the village of Alexelevka, in the district of 
Berutchinsk, government of Voronezh, by a 
farmer who was the first to obtain oil 
from the seed. The farmer soon found 
many followers, and the village of Alexe- 
levKka soon became the center of the new in- 
dustry. The Government of Voronezh is 
even now the chief district in European Rus- 
sia for the owns ofthe sunflower. Be- 
side the District of Berutchinsk this plant is 
cultivated on a large Scale inthe Districts of 
Novokhopersk, Ostrogoshk, Bobroosk, Val- 
oulsk and Korotolakse From the Govern- 
ment Of Voronezh the cultivation of sunflow- 
ers spread to the adjacent Governments of 
Tambov and Saratov, Where there are large 
fields cultivated with this. plant, particularly 
in the latter government,. The people of the 
rovince of the Donand the Government of 
imbersk and Samara are more or less en- 
gaged in this trade, in fact,in the entire 
southeast of Russia the sunflower furnishes a 
prominent productof thefarm. Two kinds 
of sunflowerare grownin Russia—one with 
small seeds used for the produc- 
tion of oll, and the other with larger seeds, 
consumed by the people in enormous quanti- 
ties as dainties. In the district where the 
seed is cultivated ona large scale, the plant 
bas been continually grown on the same soil 
for mony Tse in succession, thus producing 
a special disease of the plant. The sunflower 
seed is tused princi 
flower oll, which, owlng to its nutritious 
qualities, Poay and agreeable flavor, has 
superseded all other vegetable oils in many 
parts ofthe country. in general, the culti- 
vation ofthe sunflower in Bussia is consid- 
ered to be very profitable. At the average 
yield of 1,350 pounds to the acre, and at the 
average price of %d a pound, the farmer re- 
celves an income of about £44an acre, and 
this income can be increased in those dis- 
tricts where the grower himself is engaged 
in producing the oil from the seed. The sub- 
stance remaining from the oll manufacture, 
or sunflower cakes, bomne used as Cattle food, is 
alisoa valuable product, These cakes, how- 
ever, have a comparatively small demand in 
Russia, but are largely exported to foreign 
countries, principally to Germany and 
England. The Government of Saratov, for 
instance, exports about 2,000,000 pounds of 
sunflower cakes to different countries, where 
a further quantity of oll Ils extracted from 
them before being used for cattle food. The 
sunflower shells, being used for heating 
purposes, form an article of trade in 
several districts. The seed cups are 
not wasted, but are used as 
food for sheep. The peasantsin the govern- 
ment of Tambov are increasing the cultiva- 
tion of the sunflower, owing tothe following 
reasons: There ig a steadily increasing de- 
mand at home and abroad for the seed, thus 
making the industry a profitable one 
especially as Russia is the chief source of 
supply. As above mentioned, the sunflower 
is cultivated principally forthe oil. Ifthe 
cultivation is made with care, and if proper 
precautions are taken in drying, cleaning 
and pressing, sunflower oil is equal to the 
French table oil in color, flavor and taste. 

At first sunflower oll did not meet with pub- 
lic favor in Russia, butlateron, owing to its 
good qualities and cheapness, it took the 
place of the oil of poppy seed; but for a long 
time hem pseed ofl competed with it, owing to 
the fact that the lower classes, who for many 
years had used the hempseed oil in the 
peepere tics of various dishes, and who had 

ong learned to relish it, were not disposed to 
give it up. 

Now, however, public opinion has changed, 
and sunflower ollis preferred by the masses 
to all other tabie oils in Russia. The process 
of oil making Is as follows: 

The seed being brought totbe mill, is thor- 
oughly cleaned and sorted. They are passed 
under millstones, especially prepared for the 
purpose, in order to release the seed from the 
shells. After this the seed is properly dusted 
and put under a press, and, later on, into a 
mixer, where the seed is turned into a com- 
pact mass very much like paste, which 
passes into vesselg heated by steam. From 
these vessels the paste is taken out and 
wrapped inathin web, made of camel hair, 
and put under a press, by which the ollis 
paeseee out and conducted by pipes into 

anks. 

The total number of ofl mills in Russia was, 
according to the last account, 104. From this 
number ol ae were applied solely to 
obtaining sunflower oil, In twenty-four of 
these mills steam is used, and in others only 
manual power, The largest mill isat Sara- 
wks ane produces 1,500,000 pounds of oil an- 
nually. ,

_ TAMING SAM BROWN 


A TRUE INCIDENT IN THE LIFE OF SEN- 
ATOR STEWART OF NEVADA. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
.Wasuinctonr, D. C., April 21.—A striking 
figure in the capitol at Washington draws the 
curious eyes of sightseers, It is thatofa 
Senator, a stalwart and stately veteran from 
snow-capped Nevada, the frosted silver 
State. Silver white is his hair. Silvered, too, 
is the patriafch’s beard that flows over his 
-breast. Yet he still lacks several years of the 
patriarch’s age of three-score and ten. 

His face is deeply lined, but there is little 
stoop tothe broad shoulders. His cheek is 
ruddy and'his eye is clear. His Dearing is 
genial, but dominant at times to the verge of 
domineering. He leans on nobody. He 
forms and asserts his own opinions{with racy 
vigor.. He belongstothe grand army of pio- 
neers—to the virgin earth breakers. He is 
of the argonauts who braved the dragon 
danger in its hundred forms and won their 
golden fleece with pick and pan, 

The story of his lifeis a drama. He still 
holds the stage as a leading old man, but in 
his zenith he was astar of the first magni- 
tude. Then he was a State maker—the 
master miind inthe most marvelous mining 
camp this world has seen, on the crest of 
that marvel of nature, the Comstock lode. 

In those days Mark Twain was an obscure 
reporter for the Territorial Enterprise of Vir- 
ginia City, as the camp on the Comstock was 
christened while only a sprawling baby. 
But Mark Twain’s eye and humor were in the 
unknown reporter as in ‘‘Innocents Abroad,’’ 
Witness his original cartoon of‘‘Big Will 
Stewart, the Boss ofthe Bar.’’ 

‘*‘Why, man, he doth bestride our narrow 
range like a Colossus, and we petty men walk 
under his huge legs and peep about to find 
ourselves six feet of unclaimed ground. Sure 
itis, too, that he hasas mucb brass in his 

‘composition as the famous old statue of 


Rhodes ever had.’’ 

In the grave and suave old Senator at the 
capitol a passing glance would see small like- 
mess to the long-limbed, raw-boned, red- 

adventurer, enveloped in a yellow 
duster, with flapping skirts, who climbed the 
Sierras to seek his fortune in the new field of 
the Nevada silver mines, and strode along 
the dusty. trail across the valley of the Car- 
son in the midst of the motley stream of pros- 
pectors, gamblers, sailors, merchants, law- 
yers, clerks, cowboys, crooks, ‘‘tenderfeet’’ 
of many nations, races and colors, threading 
the files of carts heaped high with every kind 
of truck and baggage, while a whirling din 
ofcalls and oaths and. jests urged on the 
bucking bronchos and plodding oxen and 
straining mules with jingling collars and 
straps of bells. 

It is of curious interest to follow his strides 
tothe top, but I am making simply a free- 
hand sketch of one round of the ladder, a 
single scene in the drama. It is true to the 
life and the lettter of the encounrer of the 
ruler and bully, the contrast of stern 
tion and blustering swagger, the clashbiug 
the spirit of anarchy, the determination of 
the mastery of the seething and heaving 
camp.

Tt Will Be Formally Opened, May 12, With 
Appropriate Ceremonies.

SOLD AT AUCTION. 


THE MISSOUR! VAGRANCY LAW PUT INTO 
EFFECT ON ACGOUNT OF NEGROES. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
MARSHALL, Mo., April 22.—The Interesting 
vagrancy law by which the services of any 
one convicted under it can be disposed of at 
public auction, passed by the Missouri Legis- 
lature in 1879, haS not Deen very rigidly en- 
forced, as everybody knows, butthere sre 
now a few more GonVvictions to chronicle. The 
sufferers in this ipgtanfeare colored men, but 


the law does not Qigeriminate between the 
two varieties. ’ 

oe the Revised Statute of Missouri, 1889, one 
reads: 

‘*Every able-bodied person who shall be 
found loitering about without visible means 
of support and maintenance, and who does 
not apply himself t@ labor or some other 
honest calling,to procure a livelihood, and all 
able-bodied persons who are found beg ing 
or who quit their fhouses and leave their 
wives and children without the means of sub- 
sistence, shall be deemed, and treated as 
vagrants. : 

‘*All keepers or exhibitors of any gaming 
table or gaming device, or all persons who 
travel or remain in'steamboats or go from 
place to place for the purpose of gambling 
shall be deemed and treated as vagrants. 

‘*‘When any such peérsonis found any jus- 
tice of the peace in the county shall, upon 
information, or from his own knowledge, 
issue a warrant tothe sherif¥or constable to 
bring such person before him. 

‘*The person arrested for vacrancy shall be 
tried before a jury, and if found guilty the 
justice shall make a warrant directing the 
sheriff or constable.to keep such person tn 
his custody untilthree days’ notice can be 
given by advertisement, setup in the most 
public places in the county, of the hiring out 
of such vagrant at ‘the Court-house door in 
the county for the term of six months to the 
highest bidder for cash in hand. 

‘*The moneys arising from the hire of any 
Vagrant shall be applied by’ the justice of the 
peace, after the payment of costs,to the pay- 
ng of his debts. If he is not indebted the 
balance shall be paid to such Vagrant at the 
expiration of the six months unless he has a 
wife or children, in which case it shall be 
applied to their use. 

‘*All sheriffs and constables within the 
counties of the State are competent to file in- 
formation, and grand-jurors empanelled for 
the rpm 4 can make presgentments of all 
persons whom they may suspect to be va- 
grants.’’ 

The law evidently does not contemplate 
that women shall not be sold under the 
vagrant act, at least the services of none 
have been disposed of underthe hammer in 
this section since the law went into effect. 

The sale of three negro men temporarily 
into bondage at Fayette, Howard County, 
about forty miles east of this city, on March 
28, created considerable - excitement and 
brought out hundreds of people from all 
parts of the county to. witness the transac- 
tions. The affair.ettracted as much atten- 
tion as a circus would or hanging bees did in 
the days when they were heid openly. The 
scene forcibly reminded many present of 
slavery times. Someofthe colored specta- 
tors before the .war dad seen.aiather or 
brother or near rélative knocked down to the 
highest bidder, or had stood on the block 
themselves under the hammer of the auc- 
tioneer. 

The sale took pld¢e on Monday afternoon in 
the court-house yard, under the supervision 
of Constable 0.8; Brown, by virtue of a 
warrant directe&to@him by Squire S. J. Pres-

began. The first was George Turner, 
a negro of sound mind and body; In color, 
ashy black ; about. feet 6 inches in height; 
weighing about 160 pounds and about 40 years 
of age. . 

Aftera few preliminary remarks concern- 
ing the law in such cases and a brief descrip- 
tion of the negro, showing Up his good points 
and ability to work, Auctioneer McCrary in 
a stentorian voice cried out: 

‘*‘How much am [I offered for George Ture 
ner? Somebody start the bid.’’ — 

After a few moments’ pause some One in the 
crowd bid $1, another followed with $1.50 
bidanda third with$2: Then Came 45, $10, 
$15 and $20 bids and finnally the negro was 
knocked down to Dr, H..’ KE, Given, at $26, 
after remaining onthe block tenof fifteen 
minutes. 

Turner said nothing while on the block and 
did not appear to beat all embarrassed while 
occupying the conspicuous on. 

The next victim was John Hicks, colored, a 
young man of sound mind = boay, about 
five feet nine inchesin height 
colored, weighing 140 
age. Auctioneer McOreary 


few trivial bids N. B. Cooper bought him in 
1 


or $1. 

The third and last victim was Sam Snell,a 
man of sound mind and body, about5 feet 6 
inches high, colored, weighing about 160 
pounds and about 35 years of age. Sam 
was wanted by several persons, but not very 
badly byany. Some were willing to experi- 
ment with him, but were afraid to pay too 
dearly for it. As a resuit, there ware no 
fancy bids. One old negro man bid $3,50 for 
him, but wouldn’t goany higher.’ The negro 
was finally sold to William Wingfield for $5.25, 
which was regarded by some of the most 
skeptical as a good price. 

Sum was very quieton the stand, but his 
attitude and expression did not leave the im- 
pression among the spectators and bidders 
that he possessed an altogether amiable dis- 
position. 6 

A large number of negroes attended tie 
sale and the side remarks they made in re- 
gard to the proceedings were good, bad and 
indifferent. 

One negro remarked: ‘‘I wish 1 hada 
chunk of dynamite to drap among dat passel 
of white trash.’’ 

Another said it reminded him of the day he 
saw his daddy sold ‘‘befo’ de wah,’’ but that 
his ‘‘ola dad brought $1,200 and it wasn’t a 
very good day for niggabs, nohow.’’ 

The men to whom the negroes were sold are 
among Howard County’s best known and 
most influential citizens. 

Two years ago three white men were sold 
at Moberly, Mo., under the vagrant act by 
Sheriff Ratcliff, and it caused the tramp fam- 
- to give Moberly a wide berth for a long 

me. 

On May 24, 1888, Joe Boatright, a negro 
about 25 years of age, was sold in this city 
under the vagrant act fora period of six 
months. Joe was soldat the south entrance 
of the Court-house, and on that occasion the 


courtyard was crowded with spectators. The j. 


negro was convicted by a jury in Justice 
Hawley’s court. 

The auctioneer was John Campbell. There 
were fifteen or twenty bids on Boatright, but 
very little money was offered in either, the 
first being only 2cents. The highest bidder 
was Alfred F. Rictor, then prosecuting attor- 
ney of this county. e bought tl 
at $6.50. Friends and relatives o! 
few days later came to his resctie, pal 
amount bid andthe costs in the case, and 
Mr. Rictor willingly relinguished all claims 
on the negro’s services. 

About ten years ago a negro named Thomas 
Nelson, also convicted in Justice Hawiey’s 
court of vagrancy, was hired to Edward 
Dauce of this city, who bid $50 forhim, Nel- 
son proved to be a very good servant. 

Soon after the law went into effect, a ne 
known as Crazy Andy was disposed of under 
the act in this county. He also brought $50, 
but was found hard to deal with by his pur- 
chaser, Harry Gilliam. 

That is the record of convictions under 
Missouri’s vagrancy law. The negroes are 
opposed tothe law, because it suggests to 
them a revival of slavery ways.

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THE BOOK TABLE. 
M. RENAN IN HIS RECOLLECTIONS AND 
LETTERS. 


An Insight Into an Interesting Per- 
sonality—Across Thibet With Prince 
Henry of Orleans—Some Skillful An- 
alysis by Henry James. 


Having done all the work he can doin this 
world Ernest Renan takes a glance backward 
and in a reminiscent mood tells us how the 
world appears to him, now that he is about 
to die. Apparently he has not much to com- 
plain of. He acknowledges that the world has 
been civilto himand although he is full of 
gentle melancholy is not regretful. **The 

tecoliections and Letters’’ are full of phi- 
losophy and practical thought. It is the sort 
of book which tempts one to drab colored 
fancies and melancholy. One cannot read it 
without abanaoning oneself now and then 
to reflections and quiet thought. Perhaps 
the most suggestive chapter is the preface. 
In this M. Renan takes the reader into his 
confidence. He unbosoms himself according 
to his privilege as an old man who has done 
his duty. He has done weil but admits that 
he should like to have done better. Heis 
something of a pessimist, but admits that the 
weeping philosophy is an impertinance at 
this time. Inthecharmingessay on Amie 
he says: ‘‘The extent of thingsto be known 
is immense. The history of humanity is 
barely begun; the study of nature contains in 
reserve discoveries which itis impossible to 
foresee. Howcana man,in the presence of 
so colossal a task, pause to devour 
himself, to doubt life? It is far better to take 
his mattock and set to work, The day when 
it will be permissibie to loiter over the exer: 
cises of a discouraged thought, will be that 
on which we shall begin to perceive the fact 
that there is a limit to the matter to be 
learned. Now supposing that in the course 
of centuries such a limit should be perceived 
for history, it will never be perceived for 
nature. But the problems which appear 
completely barred, like those of physical 
astronomy, are susceptible Of being 
suddenly shitted in an unforeseen 
manner while working on the formulas, ever 
more and more comprehensive, acquired Dy 
preceding scientific generations; physigs, 
chemistry, biology have before them a pro- 
gramme which enlarges in proportion as they 
advance. Icaiculate that I should requ ire 
500 years to exhaust the compass of Semitic 
studies as I understand them, and if the taste 
for them should ever weaken in me I would 
learn Chinese ; that new world still awaiting 
criticism almost intact would whet my appe- 
tite for an indefinite period.’’ 

This is the philosophy of Faust—from bore- 
dom to action, restless activity proves the 
man. And only by ceaseless action can the 
conviction of the infinite sadness of the 
world be dispelled. In other words, if we 
would not be melancho we must Kill time. 
M. Renan chooses Semitic studies. For thoge 
who do not like Semitic stuales he reco 
mends biology or chemistry or physics. pas 
it is allone from his pointofr view. They &re 
so many ways to escape from the melan- 
choly which is the most real thing in the 
world. He does not admit it in terms, but it 
is clear enough. 

But notwithstanding this vein of sadness 
there isa thread.of warm sympathy running 
through these recollections and essays, Love 
is a favorite topic with M. Renan and One can 
not help loving him for his gentleness and 
tolerance and Humanity. He toves his ene- 
mies even more than his friends. Thais is 
natural and right, because they have more 
need of it. He velieyes that there ts as much 
love in the world now as ever and there will 
be more. Heis sad but hopeful, because he 
is sure that there will be more and more work 
to be done and more and more love and hu- 
manity toinform and animate it. There is 
no disguise in these.essays and letters. The 
old man has some few thoughts which he 
wishes to communicate, some rsonal

Six character sketches, excellent bits of 
analysis, are collected under the title, ‘*The 
Lesson of the Master,’’ by Henry James. The 
first, which gives its name to the k, isa 
melancholy study of the decaden of a 
heaithy: ambition, and the ssurrender ofa 
pure id€6al for the smooth ease of vulgar suc- 
cess, St. George, the hero, is one who has 
done good work and hoped to do better. His 
first literary expression was full of the firqof 
genius, the way was open to himto win 
enduring fame. But he worshipped false 
gods. From real thought he turned away,and 
wrote not for fame but notoriety. The change 
was not immediately apparent and even Paul 
Overt, the young author who has conceived a 
high appreciation forthe ‘‘master,’’ does not 
yi te understand why the late works have 

allen off. But after a short acquaintance 
St. George explains it all to him, and a 
dreary storyitis. Fame isto himlike the 
apple of Sodom. He is full of misgivings 
nevertheless, and warns the aon man 
against similar mistakes, a warning which Is 
—r in good faith with unhappy re- 
suits, 

Of the other sketches, the second, 
**fne Marriages,’’ is ths most skilful 
although a dismal glance at life. A 
fine Trained young girl is condemned 
to solitary confinement. That is, she is 
placed in the midstofa mob of vulgar ad- 
venturers who cannot understand her, and 
who succeed in making her thorough! mis- 
erable in her worse than solitude. ‘The So- 
lution’’ is even more disagreeable. ‘‘*Broo«- 
Smith’’ is not 3 to James’ standard. ‘‘Sir 
Edmund Orme’’ isa very clever ghost story. 

Allthese sketches are more orless disa- 
greeable but they are thoroughly ‘‘Jamesy’’ 
and exhibit the author's wonderful skill in 
the delineation of the nicer motives of human 
character. We do not admire the people 
who are collected in this menagerie but we 
cannot help admiring the artist who under- 
stands them so well, and is so well able to 
appreciate every trait and catch with his 
camera every fleeting shadow as it passes 
over the soul. ‘‘The Lesson of the Master’’ 
arid other sketches inthis volume are not in. 
févior to Mr. James’ other and more am- 
bitious works.
